HAVANA, Dec. 19.—Sixty thou- 
gand peasants—farmers and work- 
ers—cheering Col. Fulgencio Ba- 
tista and his sugar tax bill, pa- 
raded in Havana tonight, while 
Cuba's president, Miguel Mariano 
Gomez, conferred with friends. The 
demonstrators, among them a num- 
ber of Havana trade union mem- 
bers, were orderly. 

The President, faced with im- 
peachment for his opposition to tax- 
ing sugar to pay for army-controlled 
rural schools, was reported to be 
considering resigning. 

The House of Representatives to- 
night was called for a special meet- 
ing at 5 p. m. Monday to discuss 


ate was called for 6 p. m. Monday. 


Senate leaders who anhounced the 
meeting refused to divulge its pur- 
pose. If impeached by the House, 
the President would be tried by the 
Senate sitting as a court, and a 
Majority vote of the Senate could 
oust him. 
Flags, Banners, Placards. 

Garbed in sombreros and back- 
woodsmen’s clothing, the demon- 

tors had poured into the _ city 
earlier in the afternoon and formed 
ranks a mile from the Capitol. 
They waved flags, held high their 
banners and placards, and shouted 
their approval of the tax for 
schools. 

“Rights are imposed—we are here 
to impose them—Batista is with 
us and we are with Batista,” plac- 
ards read, Others were: “Rural 
schools will redeem the nation from 
ignorance.” “He who refuses help 
to children is not a man.” “He who 
made September fourth great is 

aking Cuba great.” 

Sept. 4 is the name given by the 
Army to all of its activities. Col. 
Batista, as an army first sergeant, 
led the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of Carlos Manuel de Cespedes 
on Sept, 4, 1933. 
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Police earlier hac estimated the 
crowds of marchers at “between 
75,000 and 80,000, with more coming 
into the city all the time.” They 
said they actually had checked 780 
busloads and 560 truckloads of 
farmers. 

Talk of Resignation. 

As talk of President Gomez's 
possible resignation persisted, close 
observers predicted Dr. Federico 
Laredo Bru, vice-president of the 
republic, would most likely succeed 
him. Dr. Laredo Bru was in con- 
erence with Col. Batista today. It 
fas said reliably that Bru had the 
support of the army for the presi- 
dency. 

Dr. Bru said in a statement to- 
day: “The difficult and dangerous 
Bituation the country ig passing 
through does not permit me, as the 
man indicated to take President 
Gomez's place, to make public state- 
ments, since, if I were to 
them, criticising the actions of 
President Gomez, it could be es- 
leemed that I was making them as 
I stepped on the heels of the Presi- 
ent on my way to take his place; 

nd no one would believe me if I 
made statements that were favora- 
ble to him” 

Charges Are Drafted. 

Pro-army leaders of Cuba's Con- 
éress announced tonight they had 
drafted and signed impeachment 
charges against Gomez, but added: 

e are not certain they will be 
Placed before the House.” 

The President, meanwhile, re-

AIR TRANSPORT FORCED 
DOWN ON MOUNTAIN 


Several of 11 Persons Slightly 
Hurt in Pennsylvania; Dick 
Merrill Pilot.

N. J.. Dec. 19.—A 

Eastern Airlines 
transport plane, piloted by Dick 
Merrill, “mushed” down on 4 
mountainside near Matamdras, Pa., 
tonight and several persons aboard 
were slightly injured. The plane’s 
wings were demolished. 

Eddie Rickenbacker, manager of 
the airline, said here that the plane 
was damaged by. trees in landing, 
but that a member of the crew had 
notified him no one was seriously 
injured. 

Carrying eight passengers and a 
crew of three, the plane had left 
Miami at 1 p. m. It fought sleet 
and snow northward from Wash- 
ington, D. C. Rickenbacker esti- 
mated the plane landed at 9 p. m., 
It was due here at 9:20. 

He said Peter Blomquist, an em- 
ploye of the line, walked seven 
miles through woods to a tele-

By the Associated Press , 
MADRID, Dec. 19. — Stubbornly 
resisting loyalist militiamen in the 
Pozuelo de Alarcon sector west of 
Madrid today withstood Fascist 
thrusts from four directions, de- 
signed to weaken the loyalist lines 
west and northwest of the capital. 
The militiamen held their ground 


against Fascists attempting to ad- 
vance from Villaneuva de la Can- 
ada, Villaviciosa de Odon, El Camp- 
amento and Venta del Cano to cap- 
ture Aravaca and Humera, west of 
Madrid. 

At the same time, to the west 
of this sector, Government artillery 
shelled heavily rebel concentrations 
at Valdemorillo and Vallanueva del 
Pardillo, south of the Escorial road. 

Heavy fighting also occurred in 
the afternoon in Somo-Sierra, north 
of Madrid, in a gap in the Guadar- 
rama Mountains. 

Miguel Chueca, member of the 
Regional Defense Council of Ara- 
gon, announced the Spanish Govern- 
ment officially recognized the coun- 
cil and urged its members to reor- 
ganize the administrative and po- 
litical life in Aragon towns loyal to 
the Government. Aragon is 4a 
région in Northeast Spain, com- 
posed of the provinces of Huesca, 
Zaragoza and Teruel. 

Weather Forces Lull. 

Fog and inclement weather 
forced a lull in the fighting this 
morning. The fog was said to 
have been the thickest here in 10 
years. It was dispelled by sunshine 
later in the day. 

Apparently supported by a major- 
ity’ of the Popular Front govern- 
ment, Communists are demanding a 
“real single command” for defense 
of the city. “Ridiculous decentrali- 
zation schemes such as _ self-ap- 
pointed independent juntas must 
cease,” the Communists contend. It 
was not made clear, however, what 
officer was desired as supreme com- 
mander. 

Loyalist commanders today issued 
orders against Christmas merry- 
making at the front. The orders 
were issued apparently to guard 
against any Fascist surprise attack. 
Efforts to raise funds for a Christ- 
mas feast for the soldiers have been 
made in the last few days. 

Militiamen were warned they 
would be disciplined if they did not 
discontinue a practice of leaving 
the lines to go home during the din- 
ner hour. 

Hoover for Evacuator. 7 

Madrid newspapers published a 
suggestion that former President 
Herbert Hoover of the United States 
take charge of evacuating women 
and children from the capital. ‘The 
paper pointed out that his work as 
relief director during the . World 
War had provided him with suitable 
experience for the task. 

A blood transfusion service, 
directed by a Canadian doctor, Nor- 
man Bethune, has been organized. 
Assisted by two aids and a woman 
bacteriologist, Dr. Bethune has 
equipped a Red Cross truck and 
is recruiting “blood volunteers.” He 
plans to keep a blood supply on 
ice, to permit quick transfusion op- 
erations. 

Canadian workers paid for estab- 
lishment. of the service which Dr. 
Bethune said would enable him to 
transport blood to the front lines 
within 15 minutes after receiving an 
emergency call, 

Influenza and typhoid were re- 
ported to be breaking out among 
refugees in eastern districts of the 
city, due to lack of heat, scarcity 
of food and poor sanitation facili- 
ties.

CENTERVILLE, 8S. D., Dec. 19.— 
Lieutenant-Governor Robert Peter- 
son, president of the First National 
Bank here, was arrested late to- 
day, after the bank had been closed 
on orders of the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency. The Comptroller announced 
in Washington that shortages of 
about $170,000 had been found in 
the bank’s accounts. 

Peterson was arrested by Federal 
agents on a warrant issued by the 
Federal District Attorney's office 
in Sioux Falis and was en there 
for arraignment before Federal 
Judge A. Lee Wyman, : 

The warrant charged embezzile- 
ment and misapplication of the 
bank’s funds, Authorities said they 
believed the case would be pre- 
sented to the Federal grand jury 
in March. 

A specific charge of embezzling 
$3400 on Oct. 7 last was listed in 
the warrant, which was issued on 
complaint of D. S. Hostetter of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at 
Aberdeen. 

Peterson demanded a  prelimi- 
nary hearing, which Judge Wyman 
set for Jan. 4. He was released on 
$15,000 bond. His attorney, Tom 
Kirby, said the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor would go to Pierre for the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature, 
whigh opens Monday, and Would 
immediately submit his resigna- 
tion. 

Peterson also was connected with 
banks at Vermillion, Viborg and 
Wakonda, none of which, authori- 
ties said, would be affected by. the 
shortage here. He resigned as 
president of the Citizens’ Bank and 
Trust Company at Vermillion yes- 
terday. 

A banker and farmer, Peterson, 
48 years old, became head of the 
Centerville Bank § several years 
ago, after 30 years’ connection with 
the bank. The bank has deposits 
of $475,000, of which 98 per cent 
are insured, Leo Crowley, of Wash- 
ington, head of the Federal Insur- 
ance Deposit Corporation, said. 

Peterson was elected lieutenant- 
governor on the Democratic ticket 
in 1932. He was not a candidate 
for re-election at the last election 
in November.

W. A. Benson, 70, Veteran 
of Two Wars, Hit When 
Crossing Page Boulevard 
Near City Limits. 


William A. Benson, 70-year-old 
real estate salesman and retired 
Army officer, was killed by an au- 
tomobile, the driver of which failed 
to stop, as he was crossing Page 
boulevard, west of the Hodiamont 
street car tracks, at 8:20 o’clock 
last night. 

The accident occurred just inside 
the city limits, in the middle of the 
street. The automobile, a _ small, 
dark-painted Chevrolet coupe, mod- 
el about 1932, continued west :into 
St. Louis County without slowing, 
witnesses said. They were unable 
to obtain the license number. of the 
machine .or a description of the 
driver and police found no clews 
at the scene. 

Benson was pronounced dead ap- 
parently of a fractured skull, by a 
physician at the scene. The body 
was taken to the Morgue, where it 
was identified by John H. Bier, 316 
East Big Bend road, Webster 
Groves, Benson’s son-in-law. 

A native of New York, Benson 
served in the Quartermaster Corps 
during the Spanish-American War. 


He was in the packing business in 
Indianapolis until the United States 
entered the World War, when he 
returned to serve as a Quarter- 
master Captain. After months of 
duty at the Arsenal here, he was 
sent to France, serving at Brest. 
Discharged after the war, he became 
a Major of. -Quartermaster-Reserve 
and later a Lieutenant Colonel, re- 
tiring from that duty six years ago.

RUENOS AIRES, Dec. 19.—A neu- 
trality convention, proposed by the 
United States and jointly sponsored 
by all 21 delegations, was approved 
today by a plenary session of the 
Inter-American Conference. 

The plan, which would co-ordinate 
existing inter-American peace trea- 
tie. and provide for consultation 
among the American republics in 
the event of war anywhere in the 
world, must be ratified by national 
legislatures to take effect. 


“The conference delegates, meeting 
in the fan-cooled Chamber of Depu- 


summer, gave final approval to the 
neutrality plan and 22 other pro)- 
ects in quick order. 

Mexican Praises U. S. 

Francisco Castillo Najera, Mexi- 
can Ambassador to Washington, in 
hailing the United States’ neutrality 
proposal, declared: 

“In the text of the convention 
there beats the noble spirit of Amer- 
ican fraternity. President Roose- 
velt has become the founder of 
Pan-Americanism, free from all 
suspicion. Their new pathways 
leave no room for doubt that the; 
people of Washington and Lincoln 
are making efforts to link them- 
selves more closely with the other 
countries of America.” 

The conference, called at the sug- 
gestion of President» Roosevelt, 
pressed for adjournment by Wednes- 
day. 

A Central American recommenda- 
tion for a declaration of solidarity 
among the American republics was 
held over for a full session Monday.

tive Expedition Against 
Chang Today Unless 
General Is Released. 


By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, China, Dec, 19.—The 
Nanking Government tonight 
ordered its army divisions encircling 
Sianfu to resume their drive on 
that center of Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-liang’s rebellion tomorrow 
morning unless Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek was released be- 
fore then. 

This order, superseding a previ- 


lous announcement that the muti- 


nous Marshal would be given until 
Tuesday evening to free Gen. 
Chiang and other Nanking leaders 
he has held since last Saturday, 
was taken here to indicate new dif- 
ficulties had arisen in the negotia- 
tions for settlement of the Sianfu 
revolt. 

A Government. spokesman said 
Nanking’s punitive expedition would 
use against the rebels any form of 
attack deemed necessary but mili- 
tary authorities said Sianfu, one of 


‘|China’s ancient capitals, would not 


be bombed from the air. 
The Government spokesman 
would not say that negotiations to 
end the civil war in Shensi pro- 
vince had broken down, but it was 
understood the principal obstacle to 
agreement was the rebels’ insist- 
ence that Nanking adopt a policy 
of positive resistance to Japan. 

Marshal Chang demanded at the 
outset of his coup that the Govern- 
ment resort to arms to. halt what 
the rebels call “Japan’s continued 
encroachments on China’s_ terri- 
torial and administrative integ- 
rity.” 

A Nanking spokesman _ said: 
“With profound regret, we must dis- 
close that our hopes for Gen, Chiang 
have not materialized.” He added 
that “ill-founded rumors” of the 
Generalissimo’s release had “caused 
false hopes in the nation.” 

Soong Goes on Mission. 

T. V. Soong, brother of Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, left Nanking by 
airplane today for Loyang, Honan 
province, to negotiate for his broth- 
er-in-law’s release, but an official 
spokesman said he did not repre- 
sent the Government. “Dr. Soong 
has gone on his personal initiative,” 
the spokesman asserted. “He will 
act as family representative. The 
Government will not participate in 
such degrading negotiations.” 

Before the order for resumption 
of the drive on Sianfu, Sunday 
morning, the Government had given 
Marshal Chang three days, ending 
6 p. m. Tuesday, to release his cap- 
tives. This was to give time for 
completion of a compromise, the 
main points of which were believed 
to have been reached. Hopes per- 
sisted, however, that Dr. Soong’s 
mission to Loyang and the negotia- 
tions known to be in progress at 
Taiyuanfu would produce an elev- 
enth-hour solution of the crisis. A 
Nanking emissary is at Taiyuanfu 
to negotiate with agents of the 
rebel chieftain, with Gen. Yen Hsi- 
shan as mediator. 

It was announced officially that 
Shao Yuan-shung, member of Gen. 
Chiang’s staff and one-time editor 
of Chinese papers in the United 
States and Canada, was a victim of 
the uprising, in which it was first 
reported the Generalissimo had 
been killed. Shao, graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin and Colum- 
bia University, died Dec. 13 from 
wounds received in the uprising the 
previous dawn. 

Shao Yuan-shung Victim. 

Before the hardening of the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude, officials had 
spoken of Marshal Chang’s treat- 
ment of his captives as “exemplary, 
considerate and polite.” It was said 
that “Chang even knelt before the 
Generalissimo, entreating him to 
consent to terms” of a compromise 

The Peiping correspondent of the 
Domei (Japanese) News Agency re- 
ported Marshal Chang had sent a 
telegram to General Yen Hsi-shan 
at Taiyuanfu in an attempt to jus- 
tify his coup. In this telegram, ac- 
cording to Domei, Marshal Chang 
said: 

“I proposed to the Generalissimo 
that he rectify past errors and send 
troops northward against Japan. As 
I was unable to obtain his consent 
to this, | was obliged to detain him 
at Sianfu to enable him to make 
up his mind. In taking this action, 
I was motivated only by a desire 
to serve the country. I further 
proposed the cessation of hostilities 
against our fellow countrymen 
(Chinese Communists) and reorgan- 
ization of the National Government 
in co-operation with Communists 
and fn alliance with Russia. 

Chiang’s Fortitude. 

Gen. Chiang Ting-wen, released 
by Chang to bear a message from 
Chiang, ordering a suspension of 
hostilities, said: “When the Gener- 
alissimo and Chang met after 
Chiang was detained, the General- 
issimo sternly rebuked the muti- 
neer, The Generalissimo told 
Chang: ‘You can treat me only in 
two ways. If I am your superior, 
I should be escorted to Loyang 
(Honan Province). If I &am in 
rebel hands, thé “you should im- 
mediately kill mee There's nothing 
more to be said." 5

Limbaugh of the Court of Appeals 
declared Mrs. Muench’s motive in 
pretending she had given birth to 
a child was based in part, presum- 
ably, on a desire to gain sympathy 
from the jury at Mexico, adding 
that evidence indicated she had a 
“more ulterior’ motive. 

The other motive developed more 
clearly in the first trial of the same 
four defendants in State court at 
Kahoka, Mo., last April, when Dr. 
Marsh Pitzman, wealthy St. Louis 
bachelor-physician, testified he had 
given about $16,000 to Mrs. Muench 
for her defense in the kidnaping 
case and on her representation that 
he was the father of the child she 
said was born to her. » 

Basis of Federal Charge. 

This became the basis of the 
Federal charge, that the four de- 
fendants had schemed to defraud 
Dr. Pitzman of unspecified sums 
of money by convincing him falsely 
that Mrs. Muench was the mother 
of a baby and, that he was its 
father, and that they had used the 
mails in furtherance of the scheme. 

The first proceeding at Kahoka, 
in which the four were charged 
with the misdemeanor of violating 
& law governing transfer of custody 
of infants, resulted in a mistrial, 
but at the second trial at Kahoka 
last August, all four defendants 
were convicted and fines assessed 
against them.

MENCKEN, * Balti- 
H=-re' celebrated commentator 
all subjects, including politics, 
science and religion, thinks the 
country is heading for the depths 
of a depression which will make the 
worst hour of the last six years 
seern like an evening at the opera. 
Of course, at one stage in the re- 
cent campaign, Mr. Mencken also 
thought that Gov. Landon would 
be elected, so what he thinks now 
does not necessarily justify any one 
in rushing out into the woods to 
fight the squirrels for. the winter 

supply of acorns. — 

Nevertheless, he has his moments 
of insight, as well as those of blind- 
ness, and what he has to say is 
always interesting. Interviewed 
telephone, he said: . 

“The people, who are being helped 
most by Roosevelt's policies are the 
stock speculators. They’re back in 
the money again. I think we are 
headed for another smash, prob- 
ably about two years hence, per- 
haps earlier. Roosevelt can’t go on 
this way—he can’t goon borrowing 
money to run the Government. 


Pretty soon he will’ have to levy 


some real taxes, and when that hap- 
pens, a lot' of corporations which 
now are perfectly solvent are go- 
ing to sink. They won't be able to 
stand so stiff a shove.

“I am saying these things to you,” 
Mencken concluded, “solely because 
I have known you for a long time, 
and feel sorry for you. Please re- 


member that, following the recent 


election, i formally resigned from 
the practice of prophecy. I have 
decided to devote the remainder of 
my life to translating Hebrew man- 
uscripts. It’s pleasant work, if you 
can get it, so if you hear‘of any- 
one who has a Hebrew manuscript 
which he wants translated, don’t 
forget to send him around.” 

Mencken’s mention of his retire- 
ment as a political prophet was an 
allusion to the fact that he was 
widely quoted during the campaign 
as saying: 

“A Chinaman could beat Roose- 
velt.” 

What he actually had said was: 

“If Roosevelt can be beaten, a 
Chinaman can beat him”—meaning 
simply that it didn’t matter who 
Roosevelt’s opponent was. But the 
correct version never caught up 
with the misquotation (it never 
does) and he has taken a terrific 
razzing, privately and in print. 


John Ham, Ham Fish 
And ‘Awful Lot of Ham.’ 


T the meeting of the Republican 

National Committee in Chicago, 

the fight against the re-election 
of John D, M. Hamilton as chair- 
man was led by Representative 
Hamilton Fish. Among other 
things, Ham Fish said: 

“If the party does not liberalize 
and reorganize, it dies. Hamilton 
led the fight against the Social Se- 
curity Act, and alienated millions 
of wage earners. He went to Bos- 
ton and made a speech which drove 
out millions of others. He is an 
associate and representative of the 
Old Guard, and they are a quarter 
of a century behind the times.” 

The outcome was that John Ham- 
ilton licked the everlasting tar out 
of Ham Fish, the vote for John 
Ham’s re-election as chairman be- 
ing 74 to 2. Then what happened? 
John Ham and Ham Fish posed for 
the newspaper photographers, shak- 
ing hands, with John Ham saying, 
“A good service was performed in 
bringing these problems to light,” 
and Ham Fish saying, “I am a Re- 
publican, and I’m going along with 
him—I merely wanted to express 
myself.” 

It occurs to the writer, as it 
doubtless does to the reader, that 
if John Ham was the reactionary 
numbskull Ham Fish called him, 
he was still one a few hours later 
when Ham Fish was shaking his 
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hand and promising to go along 
with him; and if he was not, Ham 
Fish had libeled him, Further- 
more, it hardly seems likely that 
anyone was deceived by the posing, 
the handshaking, the pictures and 
the statements. Everyone knows 
how those two men feel toward one

The whole incident recalls the 
classic remark of the late Calvin 
Coolidge when he went to the 
White House kitchen to inspect 
preparations being made for a state 
dinner. He said: 

“Looks like an awful lot of ham.” 


Three Bills Prepared 


For the Great Cleanup. 


N TOP of this, the three com- 
mittees have engaged the re 


search staff of the Brookings. 


Institute to help them. Brookings 
is spending $20,000 of its own mon- 
ey and $40,000 supplied by the com- 
mittees to carry out the job. 
Three bills have been prepared, 
designed to extend the civil service 
system. Senator Logan of Ken- 
tucky is the author of a drastic 
measure which would Dring all po- 
sitions in all government depart- 
ments under the civil service, ex- 
cepting those which the President 
might exempt by executive order, 
and excepting those high officials 
who must be confirmed by the 
Senate. As a gesture of considera- 
tion toward present employes, how- 
ever, the bill would permit them to 
take non-competitive examinations. 
A second bill, drafted by Repre- 
sentative Ramspeck of Georgia 
would accomplish about the same 
purpose in a different way. It 
would authorize the President, by 
executive order, to extend the civil 
service to all departments not now 
covered by it. He would be per- 
mitted to use his own judgment 
about how far to extend it. How- 
ever, all government employes cov- 
ered by such extensions would 
hav to enter competitive examina- 
tions and battle to hold their jobs.

Cahlan, spokesman here for West- 
ern Air, said: “There was one 
person aboard the Los Angeles-to- 
Salt Lake City plane who was 
known as a radio man—Henry W. 
Edwards of Minneapolis.” More- 

rer, Cahlan pointed out, there is 
no radio station at St. George, in 
distant Southwestern Utah.

HAVE watched the eyes of 
King Edward VIII as they fol- 
lowed Wallis Simpson. I have 
watched the play of expression on 
her face as she looked at and talked 
about the man she loves. And if 
ever I saw two people wholly, 
deeply, almost unbelievably lost in 
each other, I saw them then, 
“I will not now enter into my 
private feelings, but I would beg 
that it should be remembered that 
the burden which constantly rests 
upon the shoulders of a sovereign 
is so heavy that it can only be 
borne in circumstances different 
from those in which. I now find 
myself.” 
When Edward made this state 
ment in his abdication speech its 
full import and poignancy could be 
appreciated only by some one who 
had seen his private feelings leap 
into his’ gray eyes as he looks at 
Wallis Simpson. 
Helped King Shake His Cares. 
She simply and wholesomely 
makes the King happy. She makes 
him laugh as a boy laughs. 

I think that may be the keynote 
of their whole relationship. Some- 
where down deep in a long chuckle 
over some adept witticism, the 
Prince of Wales found himself un- 
alterably attached to this gay com- 
panion who could shake the cares 
of an empire from his shoulders 
with a simple jest. 

But this quality of Mrs. Simp- 
son’s, a magical, elfish genius for 
transforming worry into laughter, 
is only one of the secrets of her 
charm. 

Their comradeship also is based 
on the solid foundation of congen- 
iality, mutuality of interest and an 
entirely unconcealed delight and 
pride in each other. : 

“He knows this empire better 
than any other man in it,” Mrs. 
Simpson boasted. 

There was no false note of flat- 
tery in her voice as she said it. 
Again, as I spoke of a famous pro- 
fessional dancer I had seen the 
night before, Edward’s eyes turned 
to Mrs. Simpson. 

“Oh, but you should see my friend 
dance,” he said. 

He invariably refers to her as 
“my friend.” He never permits any 
one to call her Wally without pro- 
test. Both he and she object to 
this. Despite reports to the con- 
trary, none of their closest friends 
has ever heard her address him 
as anything else but “Sir.” Let 
this scotch the Davey-put-on your 
hat canard. As she says “Sir,” it 
becomes between them almost a 
term of endearment and intimacy. 

Interested in Same Things. _ 

They delight in the same things, 
proyided those things are shared. 
Dancing they love, both of them. 
They like hiking. They like gay 
and diverting little parties with 
intimate friends. Both are ardent 
gardeners. 

In London they tell about a man- 
icure who called at Fort Belve- 
dere on Saturday afternoon to at- 
tend Mrs. Simpson. Quite by acci- 
dent she wandered into the King’s 
private garden. There she saw 
the King in a pair of soiled gray 
flannels, rolling the lawn while 
Mrs. Simpson admired his efforts 
from a wicker chair. 

“Don’t mind me,” the King said, 
seeing the visitor's obvious embar 
rassment. And he kept~right on 
rolling. 

The Duke of Windsor and Mrs. 
Simpson like to read and enjoy the 
same books. I have seen the same 
volumes on the living room tables 
in both their homes. One of their 
mutual interests is Philip Gued- 
alla’s “One Hundred Years.” 

Both are simple and direct and 
candid. I think that it is these 
qualities which account flor the 
absolutely frank avowal of their 
friendship first and their love 
later. 

Nothing Subtle About’ Romance.

have been subtle and smugly dis- 
creet or clandestine. Neither would 
have it so. The censorship of the 
British press certainly did not come 
from Buckingham Palace. The 
court circular, of which the King 
was, in effect, the editor, men- 
tioned several times that Mrs. 
Simpson was the guest of the King 
at dinners or at Balmoral. 

To have invoked the royal privi- 
lege of privacy would have indi- 
cated they were to some extent 
ashamed of their feeling toward 
each other. And so, always under 
the most formal and adequate 
chaperonage they took a fascinated 
world into their confidence as to 
their happiness in the comrade- 
ship which existed between them. 

Both hate cats and like dogs. 
Any one who feels the same way, 
ar there are many, will appreciate 
the strength of that bond between 
them. Mrs. Simpson has two dogs, 
a Cairn and a Dachshund. Edward 
has a terrier named Slippers, which 
accompanied him to Austria.

Oldest Story in World. 

You'll find in England as well as 
in America any number of sophisti- 
cated and whispered explanations 
of what lies behind this two-year 
romance. That’s all bosh. The an- 
swer is one of the oldest stories 
in the world. The metaphorical 
slippers set out before an easy 
chair, the fire lighted, a kettle sing- 
ing and a familiar knock at the 
door. 

Employing no more subtle and no 
less effective wiles than seem to be 
pure instinct to women the world 
over—save those who surround 
Kings—Wallis Simpson has, by 
lightening the burdens of a troubled 
man and dispelling his loneliness, 
won and held his heart. 

When I talked to them, it was 
unknown to me and probably to 
them, whether Edward would keep 
or discard his throne. But one 
thing was sure—as positive as the 
appearance of the sun over Tower 
Hill the next morning—that no 
power on earth could keep them 
apart.

Stark Confronts Jobseekers 


_. With Questionnaires on Fitness 


Information Such as Large Corporations Re- 


quire of Applicants Sought by 
‘Governor-Elect.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 19.— 
Democratic office-seekers who ex- 
pected jobs. from Governor-elect 
Stark as a matter of right have 
been ‘considerably disturbed by the 
receipt of a personnel questionne 
following the filing of their applica- 
tions, with spaces for supplying all 
sorts of information. The blank 


even goes to the extent, unheard of 


in politics, of requiring information 
as to the experience of the appli- 
cant in lines of work which he 
might believe particularly equipped 
him for the job sought. 

Among some of the job-hunters, 
who are longer in experience in 
political service than in any public 
or business service, there ‘has de- 
veloped a fear that the Governor 
was in earnest in the campaign 
when he said he expected to give 
the State a business administration 
and to require efficient service 
from those employed. 

‘There is. no question that the 


Governor will maintain party regu-. 


larity in making appointments, and 
that the applicant must have the 
indorsement of the local Democratic 
committee in his home county, but 
the questionnaire has given rise to 
hopes among those more interested 
in public service than party service 
that much more than political in- 
dorsement will be required, 

The information has been forth- 
coming from one of the Governor’s 
close associates that failure to fill 
out the questionnaire and return it 
will mean that the applicant’s name 
will be stricken from the list of 
those under consideration. 


Some of Questions. 


The blank calls for answers as 
to the age of the applicant, the 
place of his birth, the names of 
his father and mother, the names 
of the schools hg has attended and 
the extent of his education, his re- 
ligious affiliation, the names of his 
previous employers and the length 
of time employed by each, whether 
he is at present employed and if 
not the reason for leaving his last 
employment. 

It is about the same kind of 
blank used by large corporations 
having well-organized personnel of- 
fices. 

Close friends of the Governor 
point to it as typical of the atti- 
tude he will have toward his job 
as Governor, and a “healthy sign” 
of the kind of an administration 
they say he wants to give the State. 

Patronage is the most trouble- 
some problem which arises in an 
administration. The attempt to sat- 
isfy the demands for jobs by per- 
sonal supporters and regular party 
workers, and at the same time get 
efficient workers, leads a Gover- 
nor into many difficulties. The easy 
way, and the one usually followed, 
is to meet the political demand and 
forget about the efficiency end of 
the problem. 

Stark will be met with unusual 
difficulties in handling patronage. 
All the jobs are now filled by Dem- 
ocrats and every jobholder, prob- 
ably without exception, supported 
him both in the primary and the 
general election. Because of the 
fact that a very large number were 
chosen by Gov. Park purely on the 
grounds of personal friendship, the 
new Governor, on any basis of ef- 
ficiency would feel disposed to 
make many changes. But when 
he makes an appointment he will 
force out of office a man who sup- 
ported him and who believes that 
he in turn should be retained. 


Power of Removal. 

Under a law passed in 1933, the 
Governor has power to remove any 
person who holds office under him, 
without hearing or without any 
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cause except “for the good of the 
service.” ——“ 

The Governor will thus have a 
free hand to get competent office 
holders if he rea wants them. 
His friends insist he has the cour- 
age to resist political pressure and 
that he. is “stubborn as a mule” 


re | When he makes up his mind as to 
| the course he intends to follow. - 


~~ His friends point to his first two 
appointments, necessarily an- 
nounced before taking office, as 
indicating a start toward a busi- 
ness-like administration. In one 
of them, that of Maj. L. M. Means 
of the State Highway Patrol to be 
Adjutant General, the Governor. ig- 
nored the recommendation of the 
Pendergast organization, which 
had given its support to Raymond 
T. Finks of Clinton, now Chief 
clerk in the office of the Adjutant 
General. 

Stark called in the members of 
the Military Council, which con- 
sists of the commanding officers 
of the National Guard units, and 
asked them who would be the best 
man for Adjutant General. Thy 
named Maj. Means and the ap- 
pointment was made without more- 
to do. 

In the selection of a private sec- 
retary, the Governor picked J. D. 
James, a lawyer of Joplin, who has 
been active as a member of the 
State Bar Advisory Committee in 
bringing disbarment proceedings 
against unethical lawyers. James 
has an extensive law practice, and 
it is the general supposition that 
his job as Governor’s secretary will 
not last much longer than through 
the first session of the Legislature, 
and that then he will be named to 
one of the more important positions 
in the State government, possibly 
chairman of the Public Service 
Commission. 


Likely to Keep Moberly. 


Though the Governor has re— 
frained from discussing patronage 
publicly and has indicated that he 
expects to make few immediate 
changes, the politicians in Jefferson 
City are talking about virtually 
nothing else. The politicians seem 
agreed on about only one. appoint- 
ment, and that is O. H. Moberly, 
State Finance Commissioner, will 
be reappointed for another four- 
year term. Moberly is one of the 
few officials of whom there has 
been no criticism during the Park 
administration, and it is said that 
both Democratic and Republican 
bankers are united in asking for 
his reappointment. 

It is expected there will be shake- 
ups of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the Prison Board, the Highway 
Commission and the Board of 
Health. The retention of Stephen 
B. Hunter as chairman of the Pris- 
on Board and of Paul Renz as a 
member is considered probable, but 
the other positions on the board are 
doubtful. 

The Governor has been interested 
for many years in good roads, hav- 
ing headed the Citizens’ Committee 
which managed the last road bond 
issue campaign, and persons close to 
him are expecting many changes in 
the commission, possibly an entirely 
new commission. The present chair- 
man, George B. Olendorf of Spring- 
field, was a personal appointment 
by Gov. Park, the two being play- 
tim. companions on fishing trips 
and outings at Olendopf’s cottage 
in the Ozarks, south of Springfield.

done by each of them. 


“Where a person knowingly 
enters or joins in a scheme after 
it has been formed by others, or 
knowingly joins in a scheme at 
any stage of its progress, the 
law holds that person so join- 
ing, responsible for the acts and 
_statements of the other parties 
to that scheme, regardless of 
whether such acts were done or 
statements made prior to the 
joining of the scheme by such 
defendant. In others words, if 
a person knowingly joins into 
such a scheme, he assumes the 
responsibility of and is in law 
bound by the acts and state- 
ments of each and all the others, 
both before as well as after he 
enters into it. ) 


Federal Jurisdiction. 


“This statute requires two 
things, in order that a Federal 
Court may have _ jurisdiction. 
One is that there must be a 
scheme or artifice to defraud, 
and the other is that, in order 
to carry out or effectuate, or 
help, aid, or assist that scheme, 
the United States mails are used. 
It does not make any difference 
which one of any two or more 
parties uses the mails. If there 
is a scheme to defraud; if there 
are several parties in that 
scheme, and if, in order to carry 
out or effectuate that scheme, 
one of those parties deposits, or 
causes to be deposited a letter 
in the United States mail, or 
causes a letter to be delivered 
by the mail, the others are just 
as guilty as the one who did the 
depositing, or caused the deliv- 
ery, notwithstanding such other 
may have had neither part nor 
parcel in putting that letter in 
the mail, or in causing it to be 
delivered. 

“After the scheme has been 
devised and after a letter has 
been put in the mail, the ra- 
tional effect of which is to for- 
ward the scheme, the offense 
is complete under the Federal 
Statute. The United States 
Court would have no jurisdic- 
tion aside from the use of the 
mails in order to advance or ef- 
fectuate the false and fraudu- 
lent scheme. 


What Constitutes Offense. 


“However, the law does not 
require that the letter mailed, 
or delivered, be effective in act- 
ually carrying out the scheme 
successfully, nor is it at all nec- 
essary that the letter show on 
its face that it is in furtherance 
of the scheme; indeed, such let- 
ter might on its face be’ en- 
tirely innocent in/both wording 
and appearance, yet if it be mail- 
ed or delivered by mail as a 
step in carrying out the scheme, 
then the acts of mailing that let- 
ter, or causing it to be deliv- 
ered by mail, according to thé 
direction thereon, are within the 
meaning of the statute and con- 
stitute an offense. 


“It is not a necessary élement 
of the offense that the parties, 
in formulating the scheme, con- 
templated or planned to use the 
mails in carrying it out. It is 
wholly immaterial, whether or 
not the parties originaly intend- 
ed that the mails be used, or 
that they expected the mails to 
be used in Carrying out or fur-

It is suffi- 
cient to show that the defend- 
ants. mailed the letters, or 
caused the letters to be deliv- 
ered by mail, as set forth in the 
indictment, in the execution of 
the scheme, unless such letters 
clearly show on their faces that 
they probably could not have 
any effect in thé execution’ or 
furtherance of the scheme. 

“You should bear in mind that 
the statute does not make the 
guilt or innocence of one who 
devises a fraudulent scheme and 
in the furtherance of which 
uses the mails, dependent upon 
the ultimate success of the 
scheme in actually obtaining any 
money or property. It is not 
essential that the scheme meet 
with success, but it is essential 
that a fradulent scheme be de- 
vised and the mails used in ex- 
ecuting that scheme, or in at- 
tempting so to do, without re- 
gard to whether the scheme 
worked or whether it failed in 
result,” 


Judge Moore 
that its duty was to take the 
law as stated by him, “whether 
you think it is the law or not, 
or whether you believe it ought 
to be the law or not.”

Other points covered were the: 
usual discussions of circumstan- 
tial evidence, reasonable doubt, 
and the testimony of defendants.

“A defendant cannot be com- 
pelled to testify, and if he fails 
to do so no inference unfavor- 
able to him may be drawn from 
that fact. But where a defend- 
ant elects to testify, he then sub- 
jects himself to the same rule 
as that applying to any other 
witness, and if he has failed to 
deny or explain acts of an in- 
criminating nature that the evi- 
dence of the prosecution tends 
to establish against him, stich 
failure may not only he com- 
mented upon, but may be con- 
sidered by the jury with all the 
other circoumstanceés in reaching 
their conclusion as to his guilt 
or innocence; since it is a legiti- 
mate inference that, could he 
have truthfully denied or ex- 
plained thé incriminating evi- 
dence against him, he would 
have done so.”

The 
invocation and benediction will be 
given by the Rev. J. M. Dunleavy, 
pastor of Hyde Park Presbyterian 
Church. 

The meeting will be held at 8:30 
p. m. in Assembly Hall No. 1. 

New Panel Proposed. 

Peters, a leader in the opposition 
to the proposed riverfront memo- 
rial, said resolutions to be offered 
at the meeting would demand dis- 
missal of the present grand jury 
and impaneling of a special grand 
jury to investigate the bond elec- 
tion in which the Post-Dispatch last 
September exposed gross fraud. 

Notices of the meeting were sent 
to Mayor Dickmann and other city 
officials, and an invitation to at- 
tend was sent to Luther Ely Smith, 
chairman of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial Association, 
which supported the move for a 
memorial on the riverfront. 

The grand jury, of which Pat- 
rick R. FitzGibbon, veteran Demo- 
cratic politician, is chairman, now 
is in recess until after the Christ- 
mas holidays. When it meets again, 
Jan. 5, it will undertake only rou- 
tine business until its discharge 
Jan. 29. A new grand jury will be 
chosen early in February by Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt. The 
present one was picked by Judge 
Eugene L. Padberg. 

Relatives in City’s Pay. 

It was learned yesterday that 
Foreman FitzGibbon has four rel- 
atives on the city payroll, instead 
of two, as reported in Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch.. In addition to his 
son, Mathew, a water department 
clerk, and Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney David FitzGibbon, men- 
tioned previously, his son-in-law, C. 
M. Fairley, is also a water depart- 
ment clerk, and his nephew, James 
FitzGibbon, is a statistician in the 
office of the President’s department 
of the Board of Public Service.

The riverfront bond issue elec- 
tion had the active support of the 
city administration. Mayor Dick- 
mann proclaimed a holiday on the 
day of the election so that city 
employes could work in the pre- 
cincts to get out a favorable vote. 

The grand jury’s refusal to un- 
dertake the bond election came aft- 
er Circuit Attorney Franklin Mil- 
ler had strongly urged that the in- 
quiry be made. The jurors voted 
eight to four against it. A major- 
ity of the jury can determine what 
matters it will consider, but to re- 
turn indictments nine votes are 
hecessary.

Questions based on Kahn's testi- 
mony as it related to the compen- 
sation which Kahn was to receive 
for effecting a sale were propound- 
ed to Orr, and to each question he 
responded that there had been so 
such conversation. : 

The questions began with the 
earliest ‘meefings mentioned “by 
Kahn, in June, 1928, and questions 
on later meetings were put in chro- 
nological order. By the time the 
witness was excused, to return to- 
morrow, the questions had reached 
a meeting in December, 1928. 

To Testify Again Tomorrow. 

Presumably when Orr returns to 
the witness stand, when the trial 
enters its second week tomorrow 
before a jury in the court of Fed- 
eral Judge Charles B. Davis, he 
will be asked about the meeting 
which Kahn has testified took place 
on Oct, 9, 1929, the day before a 
conditional contract for the sale 
of the Paris Medicine Co. to Zonite 
Products Corporation for $22,000,- 
000 was signed. 

Kahn's testimony concerning 
that meeting was that he informed 
Orr that the late Edwin W. Grove 
Jr. had agr@td to pay him a com- 
mission of 4 per cent for nego- 
tiating the sale, and that Grove 
would try to get Orr, as represent- 
ing his father’s estate, to agree to 
a 6 per cent commission. Orr, 
Kahn continued, had said that 6 
per cent would be satisfactory if 
acceptable to Grove. — | 

The testimony has shown that on 
the following day, when the sale 
contract was signed, Grove and 

Kahn signed an agreement that 
Kahn’s commission was to be 2 
per cent, to be paid only in the 
event the sale was consummated. 
The sale, however, was not con- 
summated and Kahn is now suing 
for a 4 per cent commission of 
the $22,000,000 purchase price, con- 
tending that it was not his fault 
that the deal fell through and that 
he had a binding verbal agreement 
with Grove for a 4 per cent com- 
mission. The 2 per cent agreement, 
he contends, was signed under com- 
pulsion and is worthless. 
$1,000,000 for “Expenses.” 

In addition to a commission, 
Kahn alleges, he was to get $1,000,- 
000 for “expenses” in connection 
with h‘s efforts to negotiate a sale. 

It developed Friday through the 
testimony of John H. Holliday, for- 
mer Acting Governor-General of 
the Philippine Islands, that the “ex- 
pense” money was to go to Brig- 
adier-General Samuel McRoberts, 
who was then board chairman of 
the Chatham Phenix National Bank 
& Trust Co. of New York which, 
through an affiliate, was to fi- 
nance the proposed purchase by un- 
derwriting a new issue of common 
stock of the Zonite Products Cor- 
poration. 

Holliday, who at the time was 
Grove’s attorney, testified McRob- 
erts had let it be known that he 
did not want his name to be con- 
nected with the transaction, and 
for that reason Grove did not sign | 
a letter drafted by Kahn’s New 
York attorney in which Grove was 
to assure McRoberts that he would 
get the $1,000,000,

UF PAY AS YOU G0 


Permits Expenditure of $1,- 
050,000 for New Equip- 
ment Out of Current 
Revenues. 


The Cotton Belt Railroad was 
authorized by the United States 
Circuit Court of A yesterday 
to carry out its ou-go pol- 
icy in purchasing new equipment 
out of current revenue although, 
for the purpose of determining a 
legal question, the court granted to 
trustees of Cotton Belt bond issues 
the right of appeal from a ruling 
in which United States District 
Judge Charles B. Davis approved 
the policy. 

In allowing the appeal, which 
was opposed by Trustee Berryman 
Henwood of the Cotton Belt, Pre- 
siding Judge Kimbrough Stone said 
the question for determination was 
whether section 77 of the bank- 
ruptcy law required a Federal Dis- 
trict Court to make an order for 
purchase of new railroad equip- 
ment by cash rather than through 
creation of new debt. 

He added specifically that the 
appeal, set for hearing next Feb. 1, 
was not to interfere with the Cot- 
ton Belt’s cash purchase of 10 air- 
conditioned coaches and its build- 
ing of five locomotives with cur- 
rent funds. Judge Davis’ ruling 
authorized the railroad to spend 
$1,050,000 out of current revenue for 
the coaches and locomotives. 

Argument for Trustees. 

Counsel for the bond trustees, 
in arguing for the appeal, contend- 
ed the language of Judge Davis’ 
ruling showed that he considered 
he was bound by law to rule as he 
did and that he did not approve 
the “cash and carry” policy as a 
matter of judicial discretion. 

But counsel for Trustee Henwood 
of the Cotton Belt argued that the 
ruling was an administrative order 
of discretionary nature. which could 
be upset only on a showing there 
had been abuse of discretionary 
power. ; 

In granting the appeal Judge 
Stone said that some parts of 
Judge Davis’ ruling, if taken alone, 
indicated, he thought, that Section 
77 intended there should be no new 
debt if sufficient cash were on hand 
to pay for the equipment needed, 
adding that, later in his ruling, 
Judge Davis said he was acting in 
his descretion. 

The situation, Judge Stone went 
on, needed clarifying particularly in 
view of the fact that there were 
four large railroad reorganizations 
handled by two Judges in the dis- 
trict. Continuing he said that the 
other District Judge (George H. 
Moore) had authorized expendi- 
tures for new equipment be made 
through issuance of trust certifi- 
cates. He referred to the Missouri 
Pacific and Frisco bankruptcies. 

Point to Be Determined. 

“There should be no uncertainty 
in this district or this circuit as to 
whether such authority of District 
Judges is discretionary or a mat- 
ter of law,” Judge Stone continued, 
“Of course so far as it is discre- 
tionary that is another matter but 
a question of power might become 
quite serious in this proceeding. 

“I think that if Judge Davis had 
considered he had /full and wide 
discretion he would have done just 
what he did do, but evidently there 
came a situation before Judge 
Moore where it was thought discre- 
tion should be exercised otherwise. 
So if the question as between dis- 
cretion and legal compulsion can be 
set at rest we think it advisable to 
do so.” 

The bond trustees had taken the 
position that equipment should be 
paid for through issuance of equip- 
ment trust certificates and that 
current revenue should be used to 
pay interest on second, third and 
fourth mortgage bond issues. The 
railroad is paying part of the im 
terest on the second mortgage 
bonds but none on the third and 
fourth issues. Its trustee had tak- 
en the position that the very pur- 
pose of its entrance into bankrupt- 
cy under Section 77 was to reduce 
its debt through reorganization. 

Counsel for the bond trustees 
had contended that equipment pur- 
chased through trust certificates 
would “pay for itself,” that is, the 
certificates could be sold at inter- 
est of less than 3 per cent, where- 
as were the cash plan followed the 
railroad might have to pay a high- 
er rate of interest on the defaulted 
bond interest itself and that the de- 
faulted bond interest might in- 
crease the capital debt as a funded 
obligation. Under the vie we 
plan, a common method of 
financing, railroads pay 25 per cent 
cash for equipment and issue cer- 
tificates redeemable over a long 
period for the balance of the pur- 
chase price. 

In reply to this argument, Trus- 
tee Henwood’s counsel, Carelton S. 
Hadley, had pointed out that the 
payment of interest on interest was 
no more than a possibility to be de- 
termined by the plan of reorgan- 
ization, not yet presented.

ing in the State and Federal courts. 
After the reduction was sustained, 
the companies refunded to policy 
holders slightly more than $10,000,- 
000. The restitution suit then was 
filed, in 1930; to compel the com- 
panies to make a full accounting 
and to pay into court any excess 
premiums not refuhded. 

The balance of the $2,750,643 fund 
impounded in court is to be re- 
turned to policy holders, if they 
can be found, after legal fees and 
other expenses of administration 
are paid, If anything remains it 
will go into the State Treasury.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Hoping 

to spur the new Gongress to aid 
tenant farmers, the Works Prog- 
ress Administration today made 
public a report which it said 
showed “starvation incomes” and, 
“exorbitant” interest rates among 
southern plantation tenants .in 
1934. 
Dr. T. J. Woofter Jr., a southern- 
er and professor at the University 
of North Carolina, said he based 
the report on a study of plantations 
worked by five families, or more, 
in Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Alabama, Georgia and the Caro- 
linas. 

He concluded that the average 
tenant family studied had a net 
income in 1934 of $304, including 
what it raised for its own Use, and 
that it was charged 37 per cent in- 
terest for credit to meet living. ex- 
penses. High interest rates were. 
termed a major stumbling block to 
indepenednt farm ownership. 

Poorest Houses in Nation. 


the poorest in the nation,” his re- 
port added. “Unpainted 4room 
frame shacks predominate. Screen- 
ing is the exception rather than the 
rule and sanitation is primitive. 
The low income for large families 
provides only a meager gubsist- 
ence.” 

The report, compilation of which’ 
was said to have started two years

No Specific Recommendations. 

Dr. Woofter and his associates 
made no specific recommendations, 
merely outlining many of the reme- 
dia] steps that have been suggested. 
They made this general observation. 
however: 

“The keystone of any program of 
Southern agrarian reconstruction 
must be a program of mass educa- 
tion, . . . This situation points to 
the need of a Federal program of 
grants-in-aid for the equalization of 
educational opportunity, justified by 
the fact that the surplus wealth of 
the Southeast is concentrated in 
other sections, and the further fact 
that such a large proportion of 
youth educated in the rural areas 
make their life contribution in in- 
dustrial cities.” 

The average net income of the 
plantation operators studied was re- 
ported at 2572. 

“The net income ranged from an 
average of $1340 in the Muscle 
Shoals area to $7149 in the Arkan- 
gas River area,” the report. said.

Prosecuting Attorney James Fin- 
hegan, following another confer- 
ence yesterday with police officials, 
amended the order for a strict en- 
forcement of the State law prohib- 
iting the sale of merchandise on 
Sunday. He explained that his or- 
der was directed chiefly agains 
“unfair” competitors, 

After consulting the statutes on 
religious exemptions, the Prosecu- 


tor announced that stores dealing 
in Kosher foods .may remain open 
on Sunday because of the Orthodox 
Jewish observance of the Sabbath 
on Saturday . 

Candy and flower stores are 
more or less exclusive industries, 
Finnegan decided, and may open 
for business on Sunday, Drug 
stores will. be permitted to sell 
candy and cosmetics, it was an- 
nounced. The State law permits 
the Sunday sale of drugs, and Fin- 
negan previously allowed druggists 
to operate soda fountains on Sun- 


Delicatessen stores may continue 
to sell prepared foods on Sunday 
under the interpretation of a city 
ordinance which has permitted the 
practice for years, Finnegan said. 
Wholesale bakeries may make de- 
liveries, but may not bake, and 
cleaning and dyeing establishments 
likewise may deliver, but may not 
otherwise operate, except in an 
emergency. Such an emergency, 
Finnegan said, would be a situation 
in which a customer would be 
without attire unless garments 
damaged in some mishap ~ were 
cleaned immediately. 

Automobile dealers may display 
their goods, but’ may not close a 
sale on Sunday; automobile repair 
shops will be allowed to make 
emergency repairs only, and filling 
stations must confine their Sunday 
business to the sale of gasoline and 
oil. 

Last Friday 10 warrants were is- 
sued by Finnegan’s office charg- 
ing business firms and individuals 
with violating’ the Sunday law. 
Four of the warrants were against 
the Katz Drug Co., Seventh and 
Locust streets, or its salesmen.

N interesting experiment in the heating of homes by electricity 
A: being conducted by this city, through its municipally-owned 
light and power plant. Although the experiment is on a smal] 


scale, it may have useful results. 

Six residences, ranging from a 
nine-room English type brick 
house to a four-room frame bun- 
galow with garage attached, are 
heated by an unusual method, 
while electrical heating equip- 
ment has been installed also in a 
large filtration plant nearing com- 
pletion a short distance from the 
municipal generating plant on 
Lake Springfield. 

All of the homes utilizing this 
heating medium were built with 
insu- 
lated along planned lines with 
ock wool insulation, some em- 
ploying storm windows. Power 
for the heating equipment is fur- 
nished by the municipal plant dur- 


-ing the off-peak hours at a spe- 


cial low rate. 


Average Bill Below $120. 


In no case has the annual heat- 
ing bill, representing a season 
from Oct. 1 to April 15, exceeded 
$144, while the average is well 
under $120, 

Proponents of the plan, how- 
ever, regard it in the light of a 
luxury, admitting that, even with 
low electrical rates, heating in 
houses insulated as well, could be 
done at less cost with other fuels. 
The cost, however, is not regarded 


as prohibitive, even for those ofe 


moderate means, and most of the 
installations are in homes costing 
$6000 or even less. 

On an average house, costing 
about $6000, it is estimated that 
the cost of extra insulation to 
make the electric plant most ef- 
fective and economical would be 
about $350, while the cost of the 
muipment itself, comprising. the 
complete heating system, would 
average $800 for a _ five-room 


The domestic electric heating 
plant is extremely simple. It con- 
sists of two tanks, each containing 
120 gallons or more of water, 
with an electric element in each 
tank all inclosed in an insulated 
cabinet. The water is heated to 

temperature of 240 degrees and 
maintained at that heat. A blower 
plays across the tanks, forcing the 
warm air up through ducts to reg- 
isters set high in the walls of the 
Various rooms. 

The température of the house 
is regulated by a thermostat, 
Which controls the air flow. Cur- 
Trent is automatically shut off 
the water in the boilers 
Teaches the desired temperature. 
Humidity is kept between 30 and 
50 per cent. Users of electrical 
heating described it to the writer 
&s a “balmy heat,” said 70 de- 
grees was a comfortable tempera- 
ture, pointed out that it was 
oiseless—save for the occasional 
found of the blower—free from 
dirt or odor, and did not require 
Telueling.

out the 24 hours. 

By utilizing the excess power 
available during the comparatively 
idle, off-peak period, the munici- 
pal plant is enabled to offer lower 
heating rates. The equipment is 
in operation and crew on duty in 
any event, ‘ 

The heating rate, a fionth, is 1 
cent a kilowatt hour for the first 
500 kilowatt hours; three-fourths 
of a cent an hour for the ‘next 
1000 hours, and the balance at 
the rate of six-tenths of a cent an 
hour. Thus, 1500 kilowatt hours 
would cost $12.50. 


Domestic lighting rates are 5 
cents a kilowatt hour for the first 
30 kilowatt hours; 4 cents an 
hour for the next 30; 3 cents an 
hour for the next 40, and 2 cents 
a kilowatt hour for the balance. 

in the case where electricity is 
used not only for lighting but for 
cooking and other domestic appli- 
ances the rate is 5 cents a kilo- 
watt hour for the first 30 kilo- 
watt hours and 1% cents a kilo- 
watt hour for the balance. 


Sponsors of the electrical heat- 
ing plant — designed largely to 
utilize power during off-peak 
hours—have found that often 
monthly heat and domestic bills 
balance, when such appliances as 
an electric dishwasher, garbage 
disposal plant and mixer are used. 
One of the purposes of electrical 
heating plants is to encourage the 
diversified use of power. 

While no attempt. has been 
made to promote the general use 
of domestic electric heating plants, 
S. J. Sibley, superintendent of 
electric light and power, estimated. 
the present generating equipment 
could provide enough energy to 
furnish power for domestic heat- 
ing to 1000 homes. About 10,000 
dwellings now are served by mu- 
nicipal power for other purposes. 

As has been ey a however, 
no attempt has been made to in- 
stall electrical heating \in resi- 
dences already constructed — al- 
though Sibley stated many mod- 
ern homes could be insulated 
properly for electrical heating 
without prohibitive cost. 


Figuring the Cost. 

For the purpose of ascertaining 
the cost of electrical heating for 
a typical five-room house, prop- 
erly insulated, a standard home of 
five rooms and bath was selected 
from a builder’s catalogue and 
worked out in detail, including 
construction costs. It was pointed 
out that with electrical heat a 
basement is not essential, since 
the heating equipment may be 
placed in the space which nor- 
mally would be occupied by the 
basement stairs. 

The house selected as a stand- 
ard—and worked out proportion- 
ately with houses now in use— 
contains a Mving room 15% by 12 
feet, a bedroom 13 by 10 feet; an- 
other one 11 feet 9 inches by 9 
feet; a dining room 11 feet by 11 
feet 9 inches; a kitchen, 8 feet by 
10 feet 3 inchess and a bathroom 
6 feet 9 inches by 5 feet 6 inches. 
The basement is optional. 

It was estimated that his frame 
bungalow, without insulation or 
weather -stripping, would cost 
$3761 to build. Installation of an 
electrical heating system would 
cost $814 and the heating cost a 
season would be $196. 

But the heating cost a season 
would be reduced to $131 if $166 
more weer to be spent in building 
the house, in providing such insu- 
lation as double glass windows, 
weather-stripping and three and 
five-eighths inches of rock wool 
insulation placed in the ceiling. 

Five additional ‘ables are pre- 
pared, showing a decreased heat- 
ing bill with mounting insulation 
costs, the most elaborate case call-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 

HROUGH the researches of Congressional 

Library experts there has come to light 

an extraordinary series of letters written 
by the late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmés 
to a young Chinese scholar which augment 
the literature ‘of his extensive intellectual 
interests and reveal the humanity, the sim- 
plicity and the thoughtfulness which dom!- 
nated his life. 

The correspondence began in March, 1921, 
when the Justice was 80 years old, and»con- 
tinued until March, 1932. The self-revealing 
letters were written to Dr. John C. H. Wu, 
who at the age of 22 attracted the great 
jurist’s attention with an apticle in the 
Michigan Law Review. Dr. Wu published 
the letters in a Chinese monthly magazine, 
T’ien Hsia, where they were found by the 
Library experts. They are now included in a 
collection of book notices and miscellaneous 
papers of the late Justice, compiled by Harry 
C. Shriver, a Washington lawyer, and pub- 
lished by the Central Book Co. of New York. 


Writer Considered 
Letters Closely Personal. 


Justice Holmes considered the letters so 
personal that he warned the young scholar 
that they were intended for his eyes alone 
and in one expressed the fear that it might 
fall into the hands of others. They are, how- 
ever, literary and philosophic jewels and de- 
serve the widest display as the innermost 
thoughts and the guiding principles of one 
of the wisest men of this generation. They 
throw an illuminating glow over Justice 
Holmes’ Speeches and Collected Legal Papers, 
in which he described his non-judicial ex- 
pressions on his views of law and life as 
“little fragments of my fleece that I have 
left on the hedges of life.” Because of the 
circumstances under which. they were written 
they disclose his personal philosophy, his 
hatred of humbug, his attitude toward war, 
government and society, his views on litera- 
ture and prose style and his estimate of 
contemporaries, as no formal statements 
could. Addressed as they. were to a young 
Oriental who was trying to understand West- 
ern civilization, they were more.--frank. and 
simple and covered a wider range of interests 
than they probably would have been if writ- 
ten to an older man and an American ora 
European. 


First Letter to Justice 
by Chinese Student. 


The letters of Dr. Wu are not included in 
the book, and their contents can only be 
surmised by the jurist’s replies. Even the 
first letter is  characteristically revealing. 
Dr. Wu_had asked the Justice to criticise his 
article in the Michigan Law Review, and 
apparently voiced high ambitions for, himself. 
Promising to read the article, Justice Holmes 
warned the scholar not to hope for too much 
too early. 

“One cannot jump at. once to great ends,” 
he wrote. “Therefore 1 hope you will not 
shirk the details and drudgery that life offers, 
but will master them as the first step to 
bigger.things. One must be a soldier before 


one can be a general. — 
After reading the article the next day, the 


‘venerable Justice hastened to apologize to the 


young Chinese, saying that he now realized 
that he was “addressing a scholar who already

elementary counsel.” He asked that his ig- 
norance be taken in good part. 

Thus began a provocative correspondence 
which lasted 11 years. Dr. Wu was studying 
». France, England, Germany and the United 
States and returned to China to teach and 
become a judge., Justice Holmes wrote to him 
from his I street home-in Washington and 
his country home, Beverly Farms. The sub- 
jects covered the Justice’s views on the widest 
yariety of topics, from a-discussion of the 
cosmic scheme of things to a $1.25 room for 
Dr. Wu at the Cosmos Club in Washington. 

Dr. Wu sought his hero’s advice on litera- 
ture, prose ‘style; and above all on his personal 
beliefs. The soldier, ‘who distinguished him- 
self at Ball’s Bluff, Antietam and Marye’s 
Hill. flinched at none of the questions. 
Throughout the letters he emphasized. that 
he cherished no illusions of permanence and 
that he considered himself a “jobbist” who 
had work to do. He related in.one of his 
early letters the reply. he made to.a woman 
who asked him where one could get such. a 
scheme of life as found in the New Testament. 


Doubted Wisdom of. “Love 
Thy Neighbor as Thyself.” 

“T replied,’ he: wrote, ‘“‘that I didn’t believe 
the economic opinion there intimated, and 
that to love my neighbor as myself did not 
seem. to me to be. the true,_or at least. the 
necessary’ foundation for a noble life, that I 
thought the trre view was that of my imagin- 
ary society of jobbists, who were free to be 
egotists or -altruists on the usual’ Saturday 
half-holiday, provided naw were neither while 
on the job. 

“Their job is their —— to the gen- 
eral welfare and when a man is on that, he, 
will do it better the less he thinks either of 
himself or of his neighbors, and. the more he 
puts all his energy into the problem he has 
to solve. I have said this a thousand times 
before and I ought ‘to apologize for repeating 
it, but it comes home to me ‘fresh from time 
to time. It is what I think best men believe 
although they often suppose that they believe 


something else that they hear on Sundays. | 
I wish = loved my fellow men more than I do,. 


but to love one’s neighbor as oneself, taken 
literally, would mean to realize all His im- 
pulses as one’s own, which no one can, and 
which I humbly think would mot be desirable 
if one could.” 

He always remembered: that. he was writing 
to a young man and he urged him not to let 
speculative philosophy lure him away. from 
the actualities of lifé. He wrote: | 
_ “I hope that your interest in -philosophy 


(aud philosophy wisely understood is the 
* >

greatest interest there fs) will not lead you 
too far from the concrete. My notion of thet 
philosophic movement is simply to see the 
universal in the particular, which perhaps is 
a commonplace, but is the best of common- 
places if you realize that every particular is 
as good as any other to illustrate it, subject 
only to the qualification, that some can see 
it in one, some in another matter more read- 
ily, according to their faculties. . The artist 
sees the line of growth in a tree, the business 
man in an opportunity in a muddle, the lawyer 
a principle in a lot of.dramatic detail. 

And he repeated his advice he had uttered. 
in other papers. “If I were dying,” he said 
in 1924, “my last words would be: Have 
faith and pursue the unknown end.” He 
amplified this in 1928 when he wrote: 

“If I were to sum up what I have learned 
I think I ‘should say: Faith is faith in effort 
(before. you see the goal or can put articu- 
lately the questiton to be asked).” 

The Justice was pleased with the progress 
of his protege and continually sought to in- 
spire him to greater effort. 

“I like your rapture over the-law,” :he ob- 
served. “I only fear that it may be dimmed 
as you get into the actualities (in the sense 
of the hard. side) of life. But if, as I hope 
rand as: what you write indicates, you bear 
the fire in your belly, it. will survive and 
transfigure the hard facts.” 

There was no compromise for the. soldier-. 
jurist and he admonished his friend that force 
was a,greater influence in the world than 
reason. : 

“T have to discourage the belief of a-young 
man in reason,” he wrote. “I believe in it 
with all my heart, but I think that its control 
over the action of men when it comes against 
| what they want is not very great. <A century 
ago Malthus ran his sword through fallacies 
that one would have thought must have died 
then and there, but men didn’t believe him, 
and the humbugs that he killed are as alive 
today as ever. I will not.go-on with.a-subject 
which is a sad one.”’

Search for Radio Listeners. 

At half-past nine the radio from 
Salamanca begins to send out code 
messages for the secret Fascists 
in Madrid. The Madrid stations 
permit this, while the u.. ‘tia and 
the house committees go round 
the rooms and search, trying to 
find the listeners of the “fifth 
column.” 

At 10 o’clock, the Republican 
Union Radio broadcasts military 
communiques and political news. 
Usually one of the ministers or 
other prominent Republicans 
speaks at this time. 

After 10 o’clock, the stations 
at Tetuan, Teneriffe and the Lis- 
bon Radio Club begin to compete. 

Tetuan features Moroccan howl- 
ing and dancing’ to the accompani- 
ment of drums. Very wordy an- 
nouncements are made in Arabic 
to the effect that Goering Pasha 
has sent a message of salaam 
aleikum to Franco Pasha from 
Sheikh Hitlem and that the Mo-

“Nightmare News.”’ 


Teneriffe greets the listeners 
with a mixed hash of nightmare 
news. Even the other Fascist 
radio stations are of the opinion 
that this station has now no repu- 
tation to lose. You may learn 
from Teneriffe that President 
Roosevelt was defeated in the 
elections, that the British Consul 
was torn to pieces by the repub- 
lican militia in the streets of Car- 
tagena, and even that when the 
Spanish Phalanx marched into 
Madrid it organized the distribu- 
tion of milk. to the children, who 
had been starved by the repub- 
licans. 

Radio Club from Portugal 
usually tried to give a profound 
and highly emotional analysis of 
the military, political and interna- 
tional situation. For example: 

“The delay in the operations at 
Madrid is not a delay but a pause, 
which will make it possible for the 
national troops to prepare all ef- 
fective means: of :attack and for 
the -enemy to reorganize its 
means of defense.”

The Burgos broadcasting sta- 
tion begins to work latest of them 
all. This is the organ of the sue 
preme ruler himself, and it there- 
fore puts on a garb of seriousness 
and solidity. Heartened by the 
arrival of the Berlin Ambassador 
with the stripes of a General down 
his trousers, the announcer from 
Burgos begins in a stern voice to 
intimidate England: 

“Japan and Germany have al. 
ready left the League of Nations, 
Italy only ‘maintains the most 
superficial relations with it. These 
are the three Fascist Powers that 
have begun a-holy war ‘against 
Communism. There is no doubt 
that the first country which ‘will 
suffer most from this will be 
Great Britain. What will remain 
of this enormous colonial empire 
if Japan establishes its domina- 
tion in Asia and Italy in the Medi- 
terranean!’’ 

Franco’s representative in the 
ether invites England not to be 
bashful, and, before it is too late, 
to join the harmonious bloc of 
Berlin-Tokio-Rome-Burgos. Poor 
England! What have things come 
to! What kind of people threaten 
you! 


‘Madrid’s Last Hours.’ 


Starting with Nov. 4, a special] 
feature, “Madrid’s -—Last Hours,” 
was introduced into this broade 
cast. It gave the arrangements 
for the parade of the Fascists in 
front of the War Ministry, the 
names of the band majors of the 
military orchestras, divided up the 
districts in whieh the punitive de- 
tachments of the Spanish Phalanx 
would operate, detailed the plan 
for the transfer of the Burgos in- 
stitutions into. buildings in Mae 
drid, : : 

After 22 days, this feature has 
had its name changed. It is no 
longer called ‘“Madrid’s Last 
Hours,” but “Madrid’s Last 
Days.” The announcer declares; 

“The head of the Government, 
his high. execellency Senor Gen. 
Franco, has pointed out that the 
approaching capture of Escorial] 
and its monastery San Lorenzo, 
the famous historical and reli- 
gibus center of Spain, will be 
equivalent to the capture of the 
capital. As ‘for Madrid, Senor 
Franco does not consider it right 
to conquer the city by sword and 
fire and in this operation will 
avoid unnecessary bloodshed.” 

A good speech is a pleasant 
thing to hear. Especially when 
the triple-engined airplanes of the 
orator are throwing incendiary 
bombs at the very moment on 
private houses and on the hos. 
pitals of the capital. 

The roar of explosions outside 
the window drowns the sound of 
the radio. The city electricity is 
cut off and the. radio set goes 
dead. And so we are unable to 
learn all the humanitarian inten. 
tions of Gen. Franco, 
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often through the experience of 
many generations, If the differ- 
ent desires of different people 
come into conflict in a region that 
each wishes to occupy (especially |

Accident Inquiries at First-Hand. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N item from Pittsburgh, printed Dec. 

14, tells of a Pittsburgh Judge who 

held a hearing on a street corner follow- 
ing an ‘accident in which one of the 
drivers was accused of driving under the 
influence of liquor. Judge Musmanno, 
from previous accounts, has been active 
in the prosecution of serious traffic vio- 
lations. This apparently is another way 
for him to assure adequate punishment. 

The purpose of the Judge in holding 
the investigation at this time, as the 
article stated, was to secure, on the spot, 
evidence from sworn witnesses so that 
when the case comes to trial there will 
be no lapses of memory, a situation too 
often occurring to handicap prosecution. 

In this instance, the Judge was his own 
traffic accident investigation squad. Of 
course, his ability to continue such meth- 
ods is impracticable, but in effect he se- 
cured the necessary information and fol- 

lowed the same procedure that is required 
of traffic accident investigation squads 
now operating in many cities throughout 
the United States. 

Evanston, IIl., had the first such squad, 
developed by Lieut. Frank M. Kreml, 
who now heads the Safety Department 
of the International Association of Chiefs 
of Police. Evanston has been awarded 
the “safest city” title by the National 
Safety Council on several occasions. 

The traffic accident investigation squad 
plan is growing rapidly. The latest cities 
to create such bureaus in their police 
departments are..Bridgeport and New 
Haven, Conn., South Bend, Ind., Cincin- 
nati, O., and Saginaw, Mich.; while Syra- 
cuse, N. X. and Louisville, Ky., have had 
the longest experience with such bureaus, 
Louisville experienced a 15 per cent re- 
duction in accidents during the first six 
months after its Traffic Accident Inves- 
tigation Bureau started work. 

The idea is not a new one. The Na- 
tional Safety Council and its Community 
Safety Councils have been promoting it 
for many years. Such squads apply scien- 
tific methods to analyze accidents and 
fix the responsibility therefor, and thus 
facilitate the work of the prosecuting of- 
ficials and Judges handling such cases.

A Disqualified Grand - Jury, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
J HOUSANDS of citizens will applaud 

your Sunday editorial, “In Contempt 
of Public Opinion.” Public opinion has 
grown callous from the floutings received 
from public servants. Yet it has hardly 
become so grizzled that the action of the 
St. Louis grand jury did not cause amaze- 
ment. 

If a grand jury, citizens chosen to 
uphold the law and seek punishment of 
offenders, is openly to disregard a viola- 
tion of the most sacred privilege of citi- 
genship because its members favor the 
election results, our system of justice 
stands stripped of honor and our demo- 
cracy is tottering toward the grave, 

In charity, let us say, those responsible 
for our spoils system did not realize its 
dangers. However, even the most far- 
sighted hardly expected a grand jury to 
eell its constituents down the river for a 
handout from the public purse. 

The present grand jury has disquali- 
fied itself. The public is fortunate 


Few observations on the government of the United 
States are heard so frequently as this condemnation 
of the spoils system, uttered in the same breath with 
a salute to the civil service of Great Britain. We 
should be the last to cease criticising American 
spoilsmanship and pointing to the example of Great 
Britain, but attention may well be directed to the 
fact that the British have not always had the civil 
service they have today. 

Devoted workers for the merit system in this coun- 
try—and there are many of them and have been for 
years—will be greatly heartened by the history of 
the British civil service which has been sketched by 
Harold J. Laski, professor in the London School of 
Economics and Political Science, in the current issue 
of the Yale Review. For this well-known and careful 
publicist makes it very clear that the traditions of 
the British civil service, historically speaking, are 
of recent origin. 

We have our Tammany, Pendergast, Kelly-Nash and 
Hague machines today with their gluttony for patron- 
age. Before 1854, Prof. Laski tells us, the Br ‘h 
civil service was “hampered at every turn by ths 
evils of patronage.” Our Congressmen seek places 
for their supporters on the public payroll today. 
Before the British people took a stand publicly 
against the spoils system, “members of Parliament 
and the aristocracy vied with one another to obtain 
nominations for their dependents.” 

The great change came, Prof. Laski reports, when 
Sir Charles Trevelyan and Sir Stafford Northcote 
were appointed in 1853 to look into the conditions 
of admission to the public service. They went’ di- 
rectly to the heart of the problem, with the result 
that their findings and recommendations stand today 
among the historical documents of Great Britain. 
Arguing that competitive examination was the only 
adequate test of competence, they proposed the estab- 
lishment of a Civil Service Commission which would 
be free to pass on applicants without political inter- 
ference. This provoked a furious protest by the vested 
interests which fought off réform for 16 years. The 
necessary changes did not come until Gladstone intro- 
duced them in 1870. 

There are other aspects of Prof. Laski’s article 
which might be touched upon, but none is so impor- 
tant, from the American standpoint, as this one. The 
British civil service did not always offer a dignified 
and honorable career to some 400,000 persons as it 
does'today. It does so now only because the British 
people took a stand for merit in administrative office 
and would not be moved from that position by the 
politicians, however influential. 

A strong, forceful American public opinion can 
bring about notable forward strides in the session of 
Congress soon to open. The same fight needs to be 
redoubled in states and cities.

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REVOCATION OF THE MOUNCE PAROLE. 

Decision of the St. Louis County Parole Board to 
revoke the parole granted to William Mounce, who 
had pleaded guilty of hit-and-run driving in a motor 
fatality, is another demonstration of! the force that 
may be exerted by public opinion. After the police 
had caught Mounce surreptitiously attempting to re- 
pair his automobile, and he had been sentenced, the 
board immediately paroled him. It refused to reopen 
the case, despite protests by relatives of the victim, 
Miss Stella Hildebrand. Disclosures by the press and 
insistence that the action be reconsidered finally 
brought revocation of the parole. 

The board explained that it acted on incomplete 
information when it voted to free Mounce. This 
lends particular point to the suggestions by Judge 
Witthaus: that the board in future get full informa- 
tion from police and the Prosecuting Attorney before 
reaching a decision, and that applicants inform the 
prosecutor's office in advance when a parole is to be 
sought. : 

Drivers can profit by this episode by realizing the 
importance of reporting accidents to the police, and 
remaining on the scene. Had Mounce not fled and 
then sought to conceal his responsibility in the 
fatality, it is likely that his previous good record 
would have brought leniency. The Parole Board now 
doubtless realizes the abhorrence with which the gen- 
eral public views a hit-and-run driver, whatever the 
circumstances of the accident. Motorists as well 
should realize the gravity of the offense. 
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ELIZABETH, OLIVER AND THE CHURCH. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, as the saying goes,

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WHAT’S IN THE BAG, SANTA? 
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“Detours” Around the Supreme Court

LMOST daily, columnists, correspondents 

and editors propose, and commit them- 

selves to, various devices whereby they 
claim that Congress may free itself from lim- 
itations placed upon it by the Constitution, 
as interpreted by the Supreme .Court, and 
proceed to enact social and labor legislation 
which is said to be vital to the national wel- 
fare. 

All these devices purpose to. reach this re- 
sult, not by amending the Constitution, but 
by legislation for whose enactment power is 
drawn from the Constitution by some sort of 
legerdemain, or by legislation that will pre- 
sent itself in such a correct constitutional 
guise that the court will have to approve it, 
regardless of ulterior purpose and effect, 

One need not be a prophet, nor even a 
“constitutional lawyer,” to be reasonably cer- 
tain that the legislation proposed will, if en- 
acted, be declared invalid, and the effort ex- 
pended upon it will be proved to be futile. 

« * * 


We have the Supreme Court as an essen- 
tial part of our constitutional system. The 
power to declare acts of Congress invalid 
because in conflict with the Federal Con- 
stitution, and acts of the several states in- 
valid because in conflict with the Federal 
Constitution and Federal laws, has been too 
long exercised as a part of our system to 
be debatable, other than academically. 

If the people believe-that the Constitution 
does not invest the court with this power, or 
if they believe the court ought not to have 
this power, they should take action in the 
constitutional way rather than resort to leg- 
islative remedies which are really nothing 
but nostrums, 

The proposition that Congress can curtail 
the judicial power of the court, in the guise 
of regulating its appellate jurisdiction, is 
hardly more than sheer casuistry. It con- 
flicts with established constitutional doc- 
trine; it is obstructive of practical govern- 


mental requirements; it is inconsistent with 


reason. 
If the court has the power to decide, cer- 


tainly Congress can make no rule to govern . 


its decisions. If the court has the power 

to decide, reason, reflected through centuries 

of English-American judicial practice, re- 

quires that the voice of the majority shall 

be the voice of the court. 
> * « 

It does seem necessary that the nation 
have a power to legislate regulations affect- 
ing labor in those industries whose products 
largely enter into and affect interstate and 
foreign commerce. This means extending the 
Federal power of regulation, for that pur- 
pose and to that extent, into factory and 
mine. The Supreme Court has held consis- 
tently, though in some cases by 5-td-4 deci- 
sions, that the power of Congress to regulate 
interstate and foreign commerce does not 
permit Congress to enter mine and factory. 

It is now proposed to release Congress 


from this limitation by enacting a Federal | 


incorporation law under which all corpora- 
tions engaging in interstate commerce will 
get their franchises or licenses only upon 
the acceptance of conditions that will bring 
about in mine and factory these desired re- 
sults. 

In other words, while Congress may not 
directly regulate factory and mine, it may 
do so indirectly by means of the power it 
can exert over Federal corporations. 

That Congress can provide for Federal cor- 
porations is not seriously questioned, but 
that ngress may annex conditions to the 
license which will give the results which are 
desired but which it cannot bring about di- 
rectly by its legislation has, of course, always 
been seriously questioned. Indeed, the judi- 
cial fate that awaits such detouring legisla- 
tion has hitherto been so clearly foreseen as 
largely to contribute to abandonment of such

JULIANA AND FIANCE 


Royal Pair Acclaimed on Way 
to City Hall to Sign Mar- 
riage Register,

THE HAGUE, The Netherlands, 
Dec, 19—Crown Princess Juliana 
and her fiance, Prinee Bernhard of 
Lippe-Biesterfeld, signed the mar- 
riage register at City Hall today 
just as would any other citizens, ex- 
cept that they used a gold set quill 
pen reserved for Saale. 

Crowds cheered them as they 
drove through streets bedecked with 
flags to the sixteenth century City 
Hall to take the first legal step to- 
ward their marriage Jan. 7. 

The Princess, wearing a blue suit 
trimmed with black fur, and the 
Prince, in morning clothes, were re- 
ceived by Mayor 8. J.R. De Monchy 
and escorted inside the building to 
present their request for permission 
to marry. The request was written 
in the Princess’ handwriting and 
signed by both her and the Prince. 

Later they appeared on a balcony 
of the royal palace to hear children 
sing national hymns and to listen 
to the Lifeguard Band. 

With the signing of the marriage 
register and until their marriage 
Jan. 7, the royal pair will be known 
as “bride and bridegroom.”

APPULSE OF THE MOON IS 
PREDICTED NEXT SUNDAY 


Rare Phenomenon Caused by 
Earth’s Penumbral Shadow 
Occurs Only a Dozen Times 
a Century. 

By the Associated Press. 

NORTHFIELD, Minn., Dec, 19.— 
A visible appulse of the moon, a 
celestial phenomenon that occurs 
only about a dozen times a century, 
is predicted for 9:52 Central time 
Sunday night, Dec. 27. 

The moon will appear slightly 
like a man with a mask on the 
upper part of his face. This dark- 
ening of the northern part of the 
moon will be due to the earth's 
shadow. The “cap” will be tilted 
to the East about eight degrees. 

An appulse is a species of eclipse, 
except that the moon, instead of 
passing through the umbral, or 
black shadow, passes through the 
penumbral shadow. This penum- 
bral shadow never completely ob- 
scures the moon's face, or any part 
of it, as does the umbra in an 
eclipse, partial or total. 

“Poplar Astronomy,” in which 
the fartheoming appulse is de- 
scribed, says the northern part of 
the moon will be darkened “by the 
inner layers of the penumbra! cone. 
The middle and outer layers of the 
penumbral shadow cone do not 
change the appearance of the moon, 
The penumbral shadow is nearly 
the same width as the moon in this 
appulse. The southern edge of the 
moon will pass just outside the 
penumbral shadow's edge.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Wil- 
liam BE. Garrity, employe represent- 
ative of the Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Corporation's Edgar Thompson 
works at Braddock, Pa., told the 
National Labor Relations Board to- 
day that he had been threatened 
with dismissal if he testified at the 
board’s hearing of a complaint that 
Carnegie-Illinois, a subsidiary of 
United States Steel, had interfered 


with its employes’ right to bar- 
gain collectively through the union 
of their choice, 

Before he left for Washington, 
Garrity said, his superintendent 
told him Benjamin Fairless, cor- 
poration president, had issued in- 
structions for his dismissal if he 
took the stand. 

J. Warren Madden, board chair- 
man, told Garrity to let him know 
immediately if he is fired. 

John J. Kane, a machinist at the 
Duquesne (Pa.) plant, testified that 
the employe representation plan 
had been revised by the company 
so fast in 1934 that he did not 
have time to understand the 
changes before he agreed to rec- 
ommend them. 

He said the ecOmpany had paid 
employe representative expenses on 
trips to Washington to testify 
against the Wagner labor disputes 
bill and to fight a case before the 
old Steel Labor Board. 

Kane said he didn’t know who 
paid Frank Hogan of Washington, 
the employe representatives’ attor- 
ney in the Steel Board case, but he 
knew it wasn’t the employe repre- 
sentatives. Hogan was engaged, he 
said, at the company’s suggestion. 

He said the employe representa- 
tion plan was not a real means for 
collective bargaining. ), 

At the close of today’s testimony 
the board adjourned its hearing un- 
til Jan. 11.

the house. 

Most Economical Combination. 

But the most economical combi- 

nation, the municipal engineers 
found, would add $342 to the cost 
of the house, but would reduce the 
heating cost a season. to $70—a say- 
ing of $126 a year over the heating 
eost of the original house with 
meager insulation. 
. The most economical and prac- 
tical type of insulation, the engi- 
neers say, is double. glass and 
weather-stripping or tightly fitting 
storm sash sealed with felt; double 
doors with weather-stripping on in- 
ner door; one-half inch rigid insu- 
lation on basement sealing; six 
inches of rock wool on ceilings and 
four inches of it in the walls. 

Of the houses using electrical 
heating it cost Charles H. Spaul- 
ding, general superintendent of the 
water, light and power depart- 
ment, $134 last season to heat his 
nine-room brick English type home 
and $124 year before last. 

Sibley, who has a modernistic 
home with five large rooms, paid 
$04 to heat his house in the win- 
ter of 1984-85 and $109 during last 
year’s severe winter.

Plan Used in Germany.

ture but doesn’t seem to me a book 
that will last. He has, too, an air 
of ironie superiority that seems to 
come from his having been a Cath- 
olic, and some categories of thought 
that seem to echo the same fact. 
I don’t suppose that he can be rec- 
ogniged by the church as a mem- 
ber, but he seems to keep the 
scheme for esthetic delectation and 
to pity the Philistines who don't, 
But I get this from my general im- 
pressions from’ other books more 
than from this.” 

Lists Books He Read in Course of 
Summer. 

A year later he was writing that 
during the summer he had made a 
few excursions into literature and 
philosophy, “including laboring, 
with a dictionary, through the first 
volume of a stimulating humbug 
ef a book, “Der Untergang Des 
Abendlandes!” This was the 
German edition of Oswald Speng- 
ler’s “Decline of the West.” 

“At least I thought it need not 
be taken too seriously,” the Justice 
observed. 

“And with reasonable profit,” he 
continued, “I read two volumes 
published by the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, These Eventual Years, 
giving me a pretty good account 
of the war from all sides—the eco- 
nomic question, the new nation, 
and even something as to the sci— 
ence, art and literature of the 
country. I took it as a compensa- 
tion for my failure to read _ the 
newspapers and felt as if I had 
done something to catch up.” 

His Liking for Whitman’s Verse an 
Acquired Taste. 

Nothing was too small for Jus- 
tice Holmes’ painstaking attention. 
Dr. Wu had:sent him for criticism 
an essay in which he 
Walt Whitman. 

“I got down my Whitman,” he 
wrote, “to make sure and made 
two slight corrections—laborers for 
labors, artists for artist. I like 
Whitman very much, although I 
had to reach middle age before do- 
ing so. I don’t care very much for 
his posing as a message bearer and 
his Messiah Jesus attitude, but I 
think that he is the most impor- 
tant poet America has produced. 
He gets symphonic effects from the 
sequence of words, and makes 
wonderfully vivid pictures, and 
sometimes touches a deep tragic 
note.” 

With the classics and the best of 
modern literature at his finger tips, 
the Justice, in response to an in- 
quiry on prose style, gave the young 
Oriental the following advice: 

“The best style that a man can 
hope for is a free, unconscious ex- 
pression of his own spontaneity, not 
an echo of someone else. There- 
fore, although one can learn by read- 
ing, the help is only indirect, 
one could imitate Burke with suc- 
cess, and speaking from old recol- 
lections one wouldn't want to imi- 
tate Pater. Artificiality may be na- 
tural to him, but an artificial 
following of artificiality would be 
fatal: To illustrate what I mean, 
when you read Tennyson you feel 
that he has been carefully reaching 
for the exquisite. When you read 
Shakespeare you fee] as if the splen- 
did speech cameé withdut effort, be- 
cause that was the way he wanted 
to take. Stevenson searches for a 
happy word, Kipling rips an un- 
usual word out of the bowels of 
the dictionary, and on his lips it 
sounds as natural as slang.”

From a letter by the late Justice Holmeg dated May 5, 1926. 
HESITATE a little to speak freely because of my impres 
sion as to your beliefs or hopes, hut I will say a few words. 
I think men even now, and probably more in Goethe's day, 
retain the theological attitude with regard to themselves even when 
they have given it up for the cosmos, That is, they think of them- 
selves as little gods over against the universe, whether there is a 
big one or note I see no warrant for it. 

"Tl believe that we are in the universe, not it in us, that we are 
part of an unimaginable, which I will cal] a whole, in order to

Beuve, 
and apart frem Pascal and some 
pages given to Racine and Moliere, 
the book deals with the actors in an 
almost forgotten theological con- 
treversy about which I  eare 
nothing, and but for Laski’s wise 
discourse, I should feel as if I

Believes Malthus Right in Funda- 
mental Notion. 

“I belive that Malthus was right 
in his fundamental notion, and that 
is as far as we have got or are 
likely to-get in my day. Every 
society is founded on the death of 
men. In one way or another some 
are always and inevitably pushed 
down the dead line, I think it is 
a manifest humbug to suppose that 
even relative universal bliss is to 
be reached by tinkering with prop- 
erty or changing forms of govern- 
ment, so long as every social im- 
provement is expended in increased 
and unchecked propogation.

Laski’s name and philosophy 
came in for later mention when 
the Justice criticised Parrington’s 
“Main Currents of American 
Thought” for following Charles 
Beard’s suggestion that the adop- 
tion of the Constitution was really 
due to the moneyed interests. 


Motives of the Framers of American 
Conatitution. 

“I don't readily give up the be- 
lief,” Justice Holmes wrote, “that 
Washington and the rest had for 
their dominant motive a patriotic 
desire to see a powerful nation take 
the place of the squabbling states. 

“If the change helped their inves- 
ments, I should suppose that it was 
because they invested in the belief 
that what they thought best would 
come to pass, not that they talked 
patriotism because they had in- 
vested, — 

“Also, if there is a form of speech 


for which I have less sympathy than 
another it is talk about ‘exploita- 
tion,’ as a hostile characterization 
of modern commercial life, and an 
implication that dominant braing 
are to blame. 

“I think it is drivelling cant and

1028, when he was 82 years old, he 
said: 

“If should like to keep on until 
more definitely aware of the grad- 
ual decline of my powers, And that 
is the answer to your suggestion 
of an autobiography. So long as I 
am capable of my best, I want to 
put it to my work. A man’s spirit- 
ual history is best told in what he 
does in his chosen line. 

“Life having thrown me into the 
law, I must try to put my feelings 
of the infinite into that, to exhibit 
the detail with such hint of a vista 
as I can, to show in it the great 
line of the universal. 

“This sounds a little pompous, 
but it truly expresses my desire and 
the way I feel when called upon 
perhaps to construe some tempor- 
ary statutes, so that untying little 
knots never seems drudgery.” 


Proud of Being Oldest Justice on 
Supreme Bench. 


The Justice continued his active 
work and was proud that he was 
the oldest judge who remained sit- 
ting on the Supreme Court bench. 

In November, 1928, he wrote: 

“I have now lived longer than 
Taney, C. J., who until last month 
was the oldest. This is a perfectly 
external trifle and yet in a small 
way it pleases me, as externals do,

SHINE, PERISHING REPUBLIC. By Rudolph 
Gilbert. (Bruce Humphries, Inc., Bos- 
ton.) 


HIS book purports to be an ex- 
T amination of those qualities in 

the craftsmanship and thought 
ef the California poet, Robinson 
Jeffers, which, according to Mr. 
Gilbert, combine to place him on 
a level that has neither been 
reached nor even approached by 
his contemporaries. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Gilbert’s treatment of his 
subject lacks orderly arrangement. 
In addition, he adopts a tone of ar- 
dent defense, forgetting that one 
essential of literary criticism is de- 
tachment. Because of these defects, 
Mr. Gilbert is not convincing in his 
statements as to thé magnitude and 
timelessness of Jeffers’ talent, 
either on the basis of Jeffers’ work 
or his own arguments. 

When disengaged from the wel- 
ter of reference and allusion under 
which it has been buried, Jeffers’ 
philosophy is quite clear—perhaps 
to some people, almost too clear. In 
common with many religious think- 
ers of the East, Jeffers believes 
that the principal aim of the 
individual should be to destroy 
whatever personal thoughts, senti- 
ments and urges distinguish him as 
a member of the human species. 
The theoretical fulfillment df such 
a@ purpose is the total annihilation 
of the self, with all of the “bright 
particularities” that compose it. 
Thus far, Jeffers is fn agreement 
with the practitioners of Vedantic 
thought, whose term for the same 


* * 


Jeffers is original in the reasons 
he advances for this self-extinction. 
Whereas Eastern thinkers seek Nir- 
vana for its own sake, Jeffers seeks 
it as an escape from the humanity 
that presses close about him and 
arouses his loathing: 

“Men suffer want and become 

Curiously ignoble; as prosperity 

Made them curiously vile.” 


At the present time in particular 
(to paraphrase Gilbert, who para- 
phrases Jeffers), man, through the 
inherent viciousness and animality 
of’ his. own nature, is working to- 
wards an inevitable self-destruction. 
The animality is increased by the 
fact that humanity lives too much 
“inward, in itself,” as Jeffers 

it, and to escape the curse 
which exists in the very substance 
of the race, the individual must 
“break out” of humanity, into the 
cosmos of inanimate nature. Jef- 
fers, during the process of “break- 
ing out”, pauses from time to time 
to announce, in narrative and didac- 
tic verse, the apocalypse which our 
generation will see. 

= * * 


These theories are expressed in 
the poetry by means of a complex 
and often far-fetched symbolism. 
To cite two instances only: Jeffers 
intends the theme of incest, which 
recurs constantly through most of 
the narrative poems, to represent 
the “inwardness” of the preoccupa- 
tions of the race.

The 
heroine named, pleasantly enough, 
Honor Bright, is compelled by fam- 
ily tradition to marry a man she 
doesn’t love. Jerry Stone, who loves 
Honor, is forced by the imminence 
of an illegitimate baby to marry 
Honor’s hateful half sister, whom, 
as one would expect, he hates. Jer- 
ry and Honor, crossed in love, pine 
for years. One seeks consolation 
in writing, the other in painting. 
Both become fabulously successful. 
Ultimately both unloved spouses 
die, and true love triumphs. The 
action is based on no psychologi- 
cal necessity, but is purely fortui- 
tous. On one occasion “supernat- 
ral \soliciting” serves as a motive.

AUL HORGAN, author of ahalf 
P cozen books of exceptional 

merit, the best known of which 
is the novel, “Main Line West,” 
here offers seven short stories 
loosely related by similarity of 
theme and bound together’ by 
thesis briefly stated in a prefatory 
“Argument” and a concluding “Res- 
olution.” Men strive in the heyday 
of their power to build for them- 
selves that which they fondly hope 
may endure; but they “are taken 
away by life or by death; and their 
houses stay unti] the weather and 
the weed render dust.” 

Thus far in the statement we 
have no more than the tragic irony 
of “Ozymandias,” the mournful af- 
firmation of Ecclesiastes, old when 
the ancient preacher uttered it. 
But, Horgan insists, such ruins, “re- 
mains of aspiration wedded to trag- 
edy,” are not best to be regarded 
as evidences of failure. “They are 
monuments .. . giving a strange 
authority of daring” to men who 
come thereafter, “taking the past 
with them, the great stream of 
man’s memory, rising in a source 
as mysterious and common as all 
life, and flowing forever outward 
to nourish time.”

It is beautifully true and greatly 
said, transcending myopic personal 
vision with the implied affirmation 
that a man shall find his true iden- 
tity in the continuing race. Each of 
these tales of New Mexico reveals 
the pathos of an individual life, as 
symbolized by ruins given to the 
weather and the weed, but glorious 
as “monuments” to the ethos of 
the forward-surging, never-defeated 
race, 

The collection covers a wide range 
of time, beginning with “The Mis- 
sion,” in which a Franciscan priest 
of the seventeenth century is killed 
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by his Pueblo disciples after a life- 
time of devotion to the: saving of 
their souls, as he fondly deemed, 
and ending with “The Star,” in 
which the young keeper of a lonely 
filling station in:the desert sees the 
floating star of an airplane’s light, 
and follows the gleam.

however mistakenly conceived, so 
stands the desert shack, a disinte- 
grating reminder of the driving 
human dream.

In a deserted hacienda, once 
lordly but now slowly yielding back 
its borrowed adobe to the earth, is 
found the pitiful, but somehow 
glorious story of an old and gar- 
rulous Spanish aristocrat who has 
outlived his world to be a mark 
for the crude and cruel wit of 
cadgers drunk at his expense. In 
an empty mansion once magnifi- 
cently pretentious, in a tottering 
windmill and an empty desert tank, 
in a tumbledown ranch-house with 
broken doors and windows yawning 
to the slow assault of time, Horgan 
finds compelling tales to tell in 
keeping with his thesis. 

And with what apparently un- 
striving power he tells them, with 
what sympathy and insight! A les- 
ser man, persuaded by the going 
mood, could have told these stories 
with cynical intent. But in the pres- 
ent telling, unsupported by the 
stated thesis, one feels the influence 
of a large, impersonal view. Men 
strive and fail, and even their in- 
dividual successes are given to the 
weed; but their failures and mo- 
mentary triumphs are but as ashes 
dropped behind the onward surging 
of the flame of universal life with 
its slow but certain spreading of a 
clearer light. 

The human dream, the driving 
hope, the valiant striving are not 
given to the weather and the weed.

Whether Stein's work, as _ the 
world ‘runs, was good or bad, is 
arguable, but it made sound sense 
at the time. Stein was forthright, 
hard-headed. He was uncompro- 
mising to a fault in his personal re- 
lations.. He once publicly scolded 
the German-born Czarina of Rus- 
sia for criticising the German peo- 
ple instead of laying the fault to 
their Princes. Throughout his life 
he had an essentially narrow, pe- 
culiarly German solidity. He was a 
great man. He was both effective 
and ineffective—ineffective in 
most of the particular things he 
tried to accomplish, but vindicated 
in the principles he stood for. It 
was his function to state the prob- 
lem, not. to realize it. He died in 
1831. A King of Prussia was 
crowned German Emperor at Ver- 
saillés in 1871, 


In the Grunwald account Stein 
appears more as a force than as a 
human being. Since the doughty 
Freiherr is not completely treated, 
and since the history of the period 
cannot be presented in 300 pages, 
it follows that the work is in some 
sense inadequate.

Of the songs that Lead Belly 
sings, many are original. He has 
certain favorites, such as “Irene,” 
“Green Corn,” “Mr. Tom Hughes 
Town” and “Blind Lemon.” He 
boasts that his repertoire consists 
of over 500 songs, but the Lomaxes 
have limited the number in this 
volume to 45. They are complete 
with guitar transcriptions, and all 
reflect a simplicity in rhythm and 
lyric which is commendable. The 
collection includes work songs, 
reels, hollers, ballads and blues, In 
the latter there is present no sensu- 
ality which is usually found in 
Negro songs of this kind. Also, 
there is an absence of spirituals. 

Lead Belly was taken north by 
Lomax on a lecture tour. This sort 
of life soon proved unwholesome 
for the dusky singer, so with re- 
luctance, albeit a sense of relief, 
he was sent back to a little farm 
in Louisiana, where at the age of 
50, he continues to sing and com- 
pose his simple folk songs.

RTEEN years after giving 
the theater its most quoted book, ‘ 
“My Life in Art,” Stanislavski, 

famous director of the Moscow Art 
Theater, now issues a handbook con- 
densing the method with which he, 
as an encyclopedia succinctly puts 
it, “revolutionized the art of pro- 
ducing.” It is a book which, like 
its predecessor, may well become 
one of the most valuable that an 
actor, director or writer may pos- 
sess.

For Stanislavski, even in his writ- 
ings, is the great teacher. His meth- 
od in “An Actor Prepares” is semi- 
fictional, semi-autobiographical. The 
whole Stanislavski system is offered 
in the form of a student’s record 
of a year’s training. Stanislavski 
appears under the fictional name of 
Tortsov, the director, and there is 
ground for believing that his youth- 
ful self is Kostya, the student 
who keeps the record. By speaking 
for both, he is able to get both the 
objective and subjective view of the 
actor’s problems.

THE LATE GEORGE APLEY. By John P. 
Marquand, (Little, Brown G Co., Bos- 
ton.) 


HIS delightful novel, written as 
T though it were a biography, 
gives the life-story of a Bos 

tonian as revealed in his papers, 
both private and public, and in 
those of his family and acquaint- 
ances. The Apleys of Massachu- 
setts considered themselves of such 
iggportance that through the gen- 

ations they preserved their let- 
ters, all neatly tied in packages 
and marked with suitable labels. 

George Apley was born in Boston 
in 1866 and died there in 1933. In 
a sense it may be said that he never 
left that city in all the 67 years of 
his life. It is true that occasion- 
ally he went to New York, that in 
his middle years he formed the 
habit of going to a camp in Maine, 
and that he made three trips to 
Europe. These journeyings so far 
afield; however, by no means meant 
that he was leaving Boston behind; 
for in New York, London, Paris 
and Rome he consorted almost ex- 
clusively with his fellow townsmen. 
As for the Maine camp, it had been 
established and was patronized by 
Bostonians only, in fact, by 
George's own friends. 

* > * 

George Apley was caught in the 
net of convention as approved by 
his family and his community. In 
his earlier years, he made some 
abortive attempts to escape; but by 
the time his own son and daughter 
were grown, he was as fixed in the 
tradition as had been hig father 
and other older relatives. Indeed, 
in the last two decades of his life

It all started with an infatuation, as so many plays, good and 


bad, do. Sir James, the Hermit of 
the Adelphi, shy, world-weary, di- 
vorced, lumbagoish, had been per- 
suaded to leave his flat and see 
Elisabeth Bergner in “Escape Me 
Never.” Immediately he suffered a 
platonic infatuation which took the 
form of writing a play for her. 
This was the third time Barrie 


had used his talents to glorify a 
particular star. Seeing Gaby Deslys 


in 1915, he wrote for her a revue 
briefly named “Rosy Rapture, the 
Pride of the Beauty Chorus.” Five 
years later, admiring Karsavina, he 
wrote for her a one-act play, “The 
Truth About the Russian Dancers.” 
Neither piece set Piccadilly on fire. 


With “The Boy David” Sir James 
is much more fortunate. His pro- 
ducer is Charles Blake Cochran, 
who has spent money freely to buy 
the.best there is. Besides Miss 
Bergner, the cast includes Godfrey 
Tearle, Sir John Martin-Harvey, 
Leon Quartermaine and Jean Ca- 
dell. William Walton composed the 
accompanying music, August John 
designed the scenery, Ernest Stern 
did the costumes. Komisarjevsky 
directed.

HE play was nearly two years 

in production. There were nu- 

merous, expensive delays. Twice 
this year the play had to be post- 
poned when Miss Bergner fell prey 
to nerves and appendicitis. When 
rehearsals were resumed, Mise 

Bergner was as temperamental and 

shy as Greta Garbo and Barrie put 

tog@ther. She refused to be inter- 
viewed or photographed, and _ she 
barred all newsmen from the thea- 
ter until the opening night. All of 
which provided excellent advance 
publicity, cynical newsmongers be- 
ing the most credulous of creatures. 

When the play finally opened at 
Edinburgh, before coming to Lon- 
don, Sir James was laid up with 
lumbago at his hotel, and Miss 
Bergner was just a little bundle of 
nerves, but all went well. Jokesters 
noted that Scots not only paid to 
see the show, but cheered as if 
right pleased at getting their 
guinea’s worth, 

The curtain rises on the humble 
home of Jesse, the shepherd, in 
Bethlehem, where the seven elder 
s0ns mock their young brother Da- 
vid, who is addicted to seeing 
strange visions and telling tall 
yarns. David is Miss Bergner, a 
girlish-boyish gamin who wins the 
audience with her little white tunic, 
her fair hair, her sun-tanned legs, 
nimble prancings and Teutonic ac- 
cent, 

“I have just killed a lion and a 
bear,” David boasts to his breth- 
ren, “the lion dying with a look of 
wonder on its face.” 

David's matter-of-fact brothers 
sneer at this, and David’s mother 
packs him off to the manger. David 
is alone, but unafraid when he en- 
counters the mighty Goliath, played 
by an actor on stilts and wearing 
armor. 

“I can’t see your face,” the 
artful David complains to his ad- 
versary, and the obliging oaf lifts 
his visor and laughs merrily at 
sight of his timy challenger. But 
our David swings his sling, and 
Goliath topples into the dust with 
a stone in his forehead. Goliath, 
too, dies “with a look of wonder on 
his face.” 

There is a touch of wonder on 
David's girlish face as well, for he 
realizes his strong power to van- 
quish lions and giants and Kings 
must come from above. The Bar- 
riesque Bergner refers to the God 
of Israel, as The Other One. 

Barrie sees no harm in improv- 
ing the Old Testament with a wise- 
crack now and then. David's broth- 
ers never appreciated that he was 


of Israel, one of the brothers grum- 
bles (in “Grand Hotel” fashion): 
“Nothing ever happens in Bethle- 
hem.” 

Something in the manner of Joe 
Cook is the dialogue between David 
and King Saul. 

“Did your father have a_ vine 
growing outside his house?” David 
asks. 

“No,” says Saul. 

“Neither had mine,” David re- 
plies. 

The play winds up in the dream 
world. So that David may remain 
a child of 12 during the whole play, 
some of the later episodes, includ- 
ing Saul’s death, are visualized -in 
dream form. 

Barrie will have two pietes run- 
ning in London this Christmas. In 
the annual revival of “Peter Pan,” 
Elsa Lanchester will be Peter, -and 
her husband, Charles Laughton, 
will be Capt. Hook. 

Since its first performance in 
1904, “Peter Pan’s” title role has 
been played here by such stars as 
Nina Boucicault, Cissie Loftus, 
Dorothy Dickson, Gladys Cooper, 
Edna, Fay Compton, Madge Tithe- 
radge, Pauline Chase, Unity More, 
Jean Forbes-Robertzon and Nova 
Pilbeam. 


Joseph Driscoll, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Post-Dispatch staff, is 
now London correspondent for the 
New York Herald Tribune.

The General Grocer Co. has tak- 
en a long term lease on two seven- 
story buildings and one five-story 
suilding, on the west side of Eighth 
treet, extending from Clark ave- 
nue to Spruce street and covering 
approximately a half city block. 
the structures, which adjoin, are 
owned by the Washington Univer- 
sity. The premises have a frontage 
of approximately 300 feet on 
Bighth, 125 feet on Clark and 100 
feet on Spruce. 

The five-story building, which 
stands at the northwest corner of 
Fighth and Spruce streets, con- 
stitutes an addition to the present 
seven-story quarters of the con- 
ern, including the building at the 
southwest corner of Eighth street 
and Clark avenue, which it has oc- 
eupied for a number of years. The 
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tunnel under Spruce street with 
Cupples Station, the pivotal center 
of the main Cupples block, extend- 
ing from Seventh to Eighth and 
from Spruce to Poplar streets. 
Served by the Terminal railway, 
the latter, also owned by Washing- 
ton University, is renowned for its 
shipping facilities, 

Constructed especially for whole- 
sale grocery concerns on a large 
scale, the low’ combustion struc- 
tures involved in the present 
lease, comprise approximately 200,- 
000 square feet of floor space, with 
elevators, sprinklers, and steam 
heating plant of the most advanced 
types, and are available for occu- 
Ppancy as a whole, through altera- 
tions. The premises include sev- 
eral hundred feet of platform space, 
with canopy, for trucks.

With an interim board of trustees 
already chosen, formative plans are 
being worked out for the National 
Real Estate Foundation, pro 
permanent national agency to be 
set up for advancement of under- 
standing of real estate and the fac- 
tors affecting its use, and for the 
development of an adequate tech- 
nical education in the various spe- 
cialized fields of real estate prac- 
tice. ! 

Detailed plans for the proposed 
foundation, first steps for the es- 
tablishment of which were taken 
at the recent annual convention of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, by action of its 
board of directors, and formation 
of which was favored by action of 
the general convention body, are 
expected to be brought before the 
directors of the association at their 
meeting in St. Louis Jan. 28, which 
meeting will be held in connection 
with the South Central regional 
convention of realtors, Jan. 28 and 


Fact-Finding Agency Needed. 

The foundation is planned go that 
it may be able to carry on unbiased 
research in real estate economics 
and foster the best development of 
real estate education over the coun- 
try. It is expected to co-operate 
with universities and colleges of 
the country, some 73 of which list 
real estate courses this year. Ask- 
ing active support for this far- 
reaching undertaking, Walter W. 
Rose, Orlando, Fla., president of the 
association, points out the great 
need to be served in the urban real 
estate development of the period 
ahead of us by a strong research 
agency set up so as to be able to 
dig into real estate problems in a 
practical way and on a nation-wide 
basis. 

Direction of the foundation would 
be under a self-perpetuating board 
of trustees, to be eventually 25 in 
number, 12 of the 25 to be realtors. 

An interim board of seven direc- 
tors, authorized to carry forward 
the formation of the foundation, 
has been named by the directors of 
the association as follows:

No- 
body knows. What do we possess 
in the way of modern’ manufac- 
turing plants?

How much 
of our financing is by institution- 
al lenders, how much by private in- 
vestors? Figures quoted are but 
wild hazards. The actual status of 
real estate never has been deter- 
mined, and such partial studies as 
have been made, valuable as they 
are, yet lose much of that value 
because they are partial and in ad- 
dition rarely have been kept cur- 
rent. 

“So it is proposed to establish the 
National Real Estate Foundation, 
designed to provide an authorita- 
tive, practical-minded agency, ca- 
pable of pointing problems, and 
constituting a central force for pro- 
moting plans for, and correlating 
the means of their solution,”

RAIL BONDS GIVE WAY

Had Fared Better Than Rest of 
List in Fore Part of 
the Week.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The 
bond market run afoul of the I. 
C. C. decision denying extension of 


emergency extra freight charges at 
the end of the week and sharp 
selling depressed the list. 

Previously carrier loans had 
fared better than the balance of the 
market, which tended to give way 
from start to finish, although most 
losses were narrow in the early 
days of the week. 

Due primarily to a heightened 
demand for South American loans, 
the foreign division experienced an 
unusual degree of activity. Uru- 
guayan 6s of 1960 and 1964 were 
favorites and, despite a slight re- 
lapse on Friday, closed the period 
in substantially higher ground.

GEORGE MEARER, RIVER 
BOAT BUILDER, Dts 


“Captain,” 73, Used Last of 
Resources to Seek to Revive 
Travel by Packet. 


George Mearer, a river steamboat 
designer .and builder for many 
years and the gon of @m early 5t. 
Louis boat builder, died Tuesday 
at City Hospital of uremic pois- 
oning after an iliness of several 
weeks. 

Mr. Mearer, who was 73 years 
old, was called “Captain” by court- 
esy by scores of rivermen. Before 
the decline of river passenger traf- 
fic he designed numerous boats and 
later converted the packet “Belle 
of the Bend” into an excursion 
steamer. 

For many years he had lived in 
bachelor’s quarters, near Grand 
and Lucas avenues, cooking his 
own meals. He used the last of 
his dwindling financial resources in 
an attempt to interest officials at 
Washington in a Government ap- 
propriation for a packet which he 
anticipated might revive interest in 
passenger travel on the Mississippi, 
and, by visiting historic spots, serve 
as a memorial to river men who 
made history on the river before 
the railroad and the automobile 
crowded out the river boats. 

An early proponent of the river- 
front memorial plan, he presented 
an original waterfront improve- 
ment plan several years ago after 
visiting the Bush terminal in New 
York and other waterfront proj- 
ects, 

Mr. Mearer, who was born in the 
neighborhood of Highth and Olive 
streets in what was then a resi- 
dential district followed in his fa- 
ther’s footsteps as a boat designer, 
his fortunes failing as the river 
| traffic declined. 

With no near relatives to claim 
hie body, funeral arrangements 
have not been perfected although 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
Catholic charitable organizatiozi, 
has indicated its willingness to pay 
for the funeral should no other as- 
sistance be forthcoming.

A Generation Too Late. 


NOTHER year of the lively 

major league ball will give 
the sluggers a reprieve. The ac- 
tion by the big league magnates 
in ordering the “deadening” of 
the official baseball will not take 
effect for another year.

About that time Jack Powell, 
‘the “boilermaker” pitcher, and 

©’Connor ran a downtown saloon 
—an occupation not calculated to 
keep One in the pink. But each 
New Year's day O'Connor donned 


| his heaviest sweaters and running

shoes and took to the road. From 
that day until time came to go to 
Hot Springs or -French Lick 
Springs to “boil out,” as the cus- 
tom was, O’Connor did. his daily 
road stunt. He was weeks ahead 
of his teammates in getting into 
condition.

O’Connor’s practice with profit. 


He Mounted the Wagon. 


ASKED O'Connor to what 

he attributed his ability to re- 

main active so long. He thought 

it was due to “climbing \on the 

water wagon at the right time 
and remaining there.” 

“When I came into baseball, 
players generally were pretty good 
beer drinkers and some of them 
used hard likker pretty freely,” 
O’Connor observed. “But not me. 
I always went on the water wag- 
on when the season started and 
rarely broke my rule not to use 
stimulants until the end -of the 
playing campaign. And _ there 
you have one reason for my long 
career in baseball. 

“Long” is right. Only Ty Cobb 
with 23 years, Cy Young with 22 
major-league seasons, Pop Anson 
and a few others approach the 
fine longevity record of O'Connor. 


His First Glove. 


Cyoomos. needless to remind 
you, was primarily a catcher, 
although, as was customary in 
early times, he filled in at first 
base and in the outfield on occa- 
sion. . 


His hands, considering the al- 
most gloveless catching condi- 
tions of earlier times, are in fair 
shape, although his left hand 
shows several bent fingers and 
gnarled joints. 


“Strange to say,” said Jack as 
he viewed his twisted digits rem- 
iniscently, “the worst break I had 
came not when I was catching 
behind the bat but when I was 
playing back, under the early 
rules, and taking the ball on the 
bounce.

Bouts With Rosenbloom, 
Harry Thomas and Natie 
Brown the Only Ones 
Now in Sight for Mike 
Jacobs’ Meal Ticket.

Joe Louis has three more fights 
in the making for the next few 
months, none of them against an 
opponent of real merit and after 
that, what? 

Louis is out of the big fight pic- 
ture until after Jim Braddock and 


Max Schmeling settle their differ- 
ences on the night of June 3, so 
Joe is not expected to engage in a 
bout with either of those men until 
September. 

In the meantime his handlers 
want to keep him working. They 
still contend that his defeat at the 
hands of Schmeling was in part 
due to the fact that he was forced 
to lay of for six months before the 
match, due to a clause in the con- 
tract which forbade him to fight be- 
fore that contest except in the case 
of Charley Retzlaff with whom 
Louis already had signed for a bout. 
But whom is Joe to box? He is 
scheduled to fight Maxie Rosen- 
bloom in Los Angeles in February 
and Harry Thomas in Chicago the 
same month. They are talking 
about a return match with Natie 
Brown who stayed with Joe for 10 
rounds. 

Rosenbloom Has “Gone Back.” 

None of these with the exception, 
possibly, of Rosenbloom is of any 
importance. Rosenbloom, if he were 
the Slapsie Maxie of years gone by, 
would give Joe an interesting ar- 
gument; but it is doubtful if he has 
enough left to stay very ‘ong with 
Louis today. 

Thomas figures to be just a spar- 
ring partner for Louis. Harry is 
rough and tough, has rather short 
arms and tries incessantly to get in 
close to an opponent to whale away 
at the body. He has a good punch 
when he can find his target, but 
really doesn’t seem to be in Louis’ 
class at all. It will probably be an- 
other George Brescia contest. 

Brown managed to hold onto 
Louis for 10 rounds and was there 
at the finish but it wasn’t a bout 
that the fans liked. In fact in De- 
troit, where the contest was held, 
newspapermen threw up their 
hands in horror when it was men- 
tioned to rematch the two in that 
city. 

“We don’t want it,” 
elared. “Everybody in Detroit 
knows that it is not a contest. We 
‘want to see Louis, yes, but against 
somebody who has a chance with 
him.” 

And that’s getting to be the atti- 
tude of nearly everybody through- 
out the country. Still, who has a 
chance against the Bomber? 

Negro Opponent for Louis. 

Schmeling and Braddock, of 
course, and they’re about the only 
white boxers who have. There are 
several Negroes about who can 
give Joe a fight, though. Among 
them are Jack Trammell, Otis 
Thomas and John Henry Lewis. 
Soon he will have to start meeting 
men of his own race. 

“We're willing,” declared John 
Roxborough in Cleveland recently, 
“but fight promoters declare that 
a match between two Negroes 
won’t draw enough money to jus- 
tify the risk.” 

That seems odd, because years 
azo people paid money to see bouts 
between two good Negro fighters 
and there is no reason to suppose 
they won't now. In fact in talk- 
ing of bringing Louis to this city 
for a'‘match it would seem the 
very best bet to pit him against 
Otis Thomas. 

If people want to see the Bomber 
perform, and they do, they want to 
see him box somebody of his own 
class. Thomas is big and strong, 
somewhat awkward, that’s true, but 
he could give Louis a battle, with 
the wraps off. It would be much 
better to see such a contest, which 
would be a contest, than.to see 
Louis bowl over some has-been or 
some youngster who, beforehand, 
would not rate a chance with him.

Rickey has informed DeLancey 
that “we (the Cards) will back a 
Phoenix team.” The former St. 
Louis catcher is scheduled for the

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SAMARITAN WEDDING. 
THEFIRST IN YEARS 


Biblical Sect Which Has 
Scorned Jntermarriage for 2500 
Years Is Now Dying Out. 


By the Associated Press. ° 


JERUSALEM, Palestitie, Dec. 19. 
—The first marriage in several 
years was celebrated recently in the 
Samaritan colofy in Nablus, whére 
live the few survivors of a once 


great race whose name is perpetu- 
ated in one of the parables of Jesus. 
The Samaritans have resolutely 
refused for 2500 years to intermar- 
ry with other races and how are 
rapidiy dying out. Fewer than 200 
remain, and there ate ho prospec- 
tive wives for the 20 or 25 yoting 
men in the secluded Samaritan 
community. . 

This dwindling sect traces its 
history back to the time of the 
Babylonian Conquest early in the 
sixth century B. C, when Children 
of Israel were taken as captives to 
Babylon. The Babylonians sent 
colohists to Samaria, where they 
married Israelites who had re- 
mained behind, and so started the 
Samaritan race. 

The Samaritans have adhered 
strictly through the centuries to 
their aficient rites, ifticluding the 
Passover sacrifice of lambs, which 
is carried out just as it was during 
thé time of Moses. Sir Harry Luke 
describes the ceremony, which is 
conducted by the Samaritans’ High 
Priest on their holy mountain, Ger- 
izim, as “the world’s oldest rite.” 
The sect also has kept alive a 
quarrel with the Jews which, they 
gay, started in 687 B. C., when the 
tribe of Judah, returning to Jeru- 
salem from exile,spurhed the offer 
of the Samaritans to help in re- 
building Solomon’s Temple,. The 
predecessor of the present High 
Priest of the Samaritans then be- 
came the rival of the High Priest 
of the Temple’ in Jerusalem. 

The Samaritan quarter in Nablus 
was destroyed a few years ago by 
an earthquake. The sect has re-es- 
tablished ite quartera on the out- 
skirts of thé town, but ethnolo- 
gists fear that only a few years 
refiain before the race becomes 
only a memc y, to be recalled by 
the story of the good Samaritan’s 
compassi-~ for the man who “went 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho, 
and fell among thieves, which 
stripped him of his raiment and 
wounded hit, and departed, leav- 
ing him half dead,”

brought up the compromise figure 
of $11,000, which the committee 
then unanimously recommended. 

- However, the Finance Committee,

C. Todd, unanimously disapproved 
the proposal, killing it, and it did 
not go into the board’s public rec- 
ords. Blumeyer was represented as 
indicating he would approve a 
$10,000 salary for the commission- 
er. 

Sanger was elected by the board 
to a four-year term, beginning Jan. 
1, 1935, at the salary of $7500 a 
year. He was the board’s chief 
draftsman in 1915-29 and then was 
acting Building Commissioner un- 
til June, 1930, when he was made 
chief draftsman again. Rockwell M. 
Milligan, Building Commissioner 
for 15 years until his death in 1929, 
was paid $12,000 a year, the high- 
est salary of any school official. 
Superintendent of Instruction Hen- 
ry J. Gerling now receives the 
highest school salary, $11,000 a 
year. An effort to provide an _ in- 
crease for him failed early in 1934.

DETROIT, Dec. 19.—Detroit is’ 
operating a “traffic clinic” in its 
effort to reduce automobile acci- 


dents. 
The clinic, opened in October, re- 


ported that among the first 100 
drivers examined, 14 persons were 
found to be crippled too seriously 
to drive, seven insane and 10 fee- 
ble-minded.

out unfit drivers by psychiatric as 
well as physical tests. 

Dr. Lowell S. Selling, psychiatrist 
in charge of the Recorder’s Court 
Criminal Clinic, has charge also of 
the new traffic unit, in which 12 
Judges co-operate. 

First of Its Kind in U. &. . 

“Detroit is the first city in the 
country—and perhaps in the world 
—to establish a clinic of this sort 
for motor law. violators,” Dr. Sell- 
ing said... “We have been working 
nine months to build up our equip- 
ment and tests to ‘turn a man in- 
side. out’ and test his mental reac- 
tions, his intelligence and his phys- 
ical condition.” 

He said it would be impractical 
to give such a thorough examina- 
tion to applicants for drivers’ li- 
censes—his clinic can test only 
1000 drivers a year—but that many 
potentially dangerous drivers al- 
ready have been rejected. 

Probably the most intricate de- 
vice in the clinic is a “re- 
actograph,” a driver’s seat designed 
by Dr. Selling with instruments to 
measure to a tenth of a second the 
subject’s speed in putting on a 
brake when a red light is flashed 
and other reactions.

Dr. Selling, who has correspond- 
ed with European cities and courts 
in other states, said he has found 
“no clinic like this one anywhere.” 

“Our clinic detects dangerous 
neurotic tendencies and even per- 
sistent law-breaking attitudes, so 
that these drivers can be refused 
a license if the Judges consider 
them unsafe,” he said. “But our 
purpose is not merely to eliminate 
faulty drivers, but to put good 
drivers on the street. Many of the 
defective drivers can correct their 
faults by education, glasses or med- 
ical treatment.”

A real old-fashioned 
yule log ig merely a huge log which

There are different chemicals 
which must be used to obtain each 
color, and they may be used either 
alone or in combination.

Barium nitrate—yellow; strontium 
ntrate—red; copper sulphate— 

een, and cuprie chloride—blue. 

hese are harmless chemicals and 
they may either be poured into 
pine cones and put on the fire or 
they may be mixed with shellac or 
glue and be poured over the log. 
Pine cones, treated in this manner, 
may be bought or the chemicals 
may be obtained from one of the 
local chemical companies. 

If you are one who énhjoys old 
customs and would like to have a 
yule log ceremony bear if mind 
two things. When the log is being 
burned, see that all other lights in 
the room have been extinguished 
while the onlookers sing carols. 
And, as it is supposed to be bad 
luck for the yule log to go out be- 
fore it has completely burned up, 
you might try lighting it with one 
of the new sticks whiich flame up 
and eliminate the need for kindling 
wood at all.

INDEED, THERE is no need 
to bother, because this specialized 
age of ours has, as I was saying, 
made most eating—including soup 
preparing—-a whole lot easier.

ECIPES today are contribu- 
tions from friends. The rules 
have been tested “under fire” 

and have not been found wanting 

in any particular. | 

First of all, let me tell you about 
a gorgeous looking salad dish, A 
beet salad is molded in a@ ring, in- 
vertéd onto shredded lettuce (or 
water cress), filled with cold boiled 
fish that is covered with sour 
cream, the ring is surrounded by al- 
ligator pears cit into thirds and 
arranged green side up, and the 
whole is topped with a small bunch 
of parsley. This is beautiful in color, 
delicious to eat and an ideal thing 
to serve for a holiday supper. It is 
also a fine first course for a din- 
ner, from which the usual salad 
coursé may be omitted. 

MOLDED BEET SALAD 

Soak two tablespoons gelatine in 
one cup cold water. 

Dissolve it in two cups boiling 
water or light colored stock. 

Add five tablespoons sugar. 

One teaspoon salt (if water 
used). 

One-half cup mild vinegar, lem- 
on juice or dry white wine. 

A few drops of red coloring. 

One tablespoon grated onion (op- 
tional). 

Chill the aspic and when it is 
about to set, fold in two cups 
cooked diced beets. . 

One cup chopped celery. 

Place the aspic in a ring mold 
that has been lightly oiled. Chili it 
until it is firm. Invért it onto a 
platter of shredded lettuce. 

*This may be beet juice; in that 
case omit the red coloring. 

Fill the center of the mold with 
cooked flaked fish, chilled.* 

Cover the fish with thick, well- 
soured cream. 

The cream may be seasoned with 
horseradish or mustard. 

Place around thé ring pieces of 
alligator pear. 

Peel the pears and cut them from 
the seed into thirds. Arrange the 
thirds, green side up, around the 
ring. 

These slices and the shredded let- 
tuce may be marinated in French 
dressing. 

Top the center with a bunch of 
parsley. 

*If you are making an emergen- 
cy dish of this salad, use canned 
salmon or fish flakes.

Soften one tablespoon of gelatin 
in one-fourth cup of cold water and 
dissolve in one and a half cups of 
boiling pineapple juicé with one 
half cup of sugar. Add the juice 
of one lemon. Chill until mixture 
begins to thicken, then stir in one 
cup of milk, Allow to thicken 
slightly then fold in one cup of 
heavy cream, whipped, one-half cup 
of drained crushed pineapple and 
one cup of freshly grated fresh co- 
coanut. Pour into a cold rinsed 
mold to chill. Garnish with whipped 
cream mounds topped with drained 
crushed pineapple.

taxicabs. 
Born on Jan. 12, 1852, at Rive-

galtes, Joffre was one of the out- 
standing allied leaders of the World 
War. 

The victor of the Marne was the 
great-grandson of a Spaniard 
named Goffre, of which Joffre is 
the French equivalent. He took 
part in the defense of Paris in 1870, 
and in the occupation of Formosa 
in 1885. He saw service in Senegal, 
Timbuktu, and Madagascar; and 
became chief of the general staff 
in 1911. Two days after the war 
was declared by Germany in 1914 
he became commander-in-chief of 
the French armies.

CHRISTMAS SEALS of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association 
were printed by four printing estab- 
lishments, each of which has its 
individual identification mark in 
the lower right corner of seal No. 
56; or the sixth seal in from the 
left margin in the sixth horizontal 
row from the top. The marks are 
small letters which are: “E” for 
Eureka Specialty Printing Co.; “S” 
for Strowbridge Lithographing Co.; 
“DPD” for Edwards & Deutsch Litho- 
graphing Co.; and “U” for United 
States Printing and Lithographing 
Co. 

In addition to these marks, the 
Strowbridge company has its usual 
mark of two small green dashes on 
position number 100 as one of their 
early plates, and Edwards & 
Deutsch has in small green letters 
“Gripper” on the left margin of 
their big sheets. This last will show 
on some sheets of 100 to the left of 
position 91 on the gray frame. 

The perforations are 12% by 12% 
combination machine for Eureka, 
and 12% by 12% straight line ma- 
chines for the other three printers.

No, 43, which is a red 
line through the white tassel on

@ THE TENTH flight of the Zep- 
pelin “Hindenburg” to the United 
States was started from Frankfurt- 
on-Main Oct. 5. Covers mailed 
on the ship for this flight, but ad- 
dressed to be returned to Germany 
again, were carried on the complete 
round trip, but, in order to save 
time, were not canceled with the 
aboard cachet in purple until the 
10th, just one day before the ship 
reached Germany on the _ return 
flight. The cachet shows the in- 
scription “Luftschiff Hindenburg” 
and Tenth Flight. Of course, the 
round-trip covers did not receive 
any backstamp. 

This flight completed the airship’s 
trial flights to the United States for 
this year, and next year each flight 
will carry its own cachet of distinc- 
tive design and various color, as was 
the practice this year.

DIRTY AND discolored stamps 
may be brightened up by washing 
them in a solution of one part 
Chiorox to 10 parts water. If the 
stamps are used they may be sub- 
merged in the solution, but if they 
are mint, the face of the stamp 
should be cleaned with a wad of 
cotton dipped in the solution. Stamps 
so treated should afterward also be 
treated with a solution of one tea- 
spoonful of sodium thiosulphate in 
a pint of water to prevent further 
bleaching. The stamps should be 
thoroughly blotted after each appli- 
cation. Small paint brushes should 
not be used in applying the Chlorox 
solution, as applying the solution in 


_ this manner damages the stamps.

IT IS EXPECTED that a com- 
plete issue of the regular postage 
stamps will be issued next year from 
the %-cent to $5 in connection with 
the Post Office Department’s stamp 
program. Early in the present ad- 
ministration it was intended to au- 
thorize a regular issue, but so many 
special and commemorative stamps 
were called for that this issue had 
to be deferred. 

The portraits of only 17 Presidents 
have appeared on the regular 
stamps, and it reported that when 
another issue of ordinary stamps is 
released to the public, some time 
during 1937, the designs will include 
portraits of those chief executives 
who to date have not received recog- 
nition on the postage stamps of 
their country. 

A check-up on the administration 
since March 4, 1934, shows that it 
has given collectors more than 140 
major and minor varieties, nearly 
one-half of which have been com- 
memoratives. 
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Christmas in 
World Armed 
To the Teeth 


Many Facts Seem to Justify 
Dismay, But They Are 
Not Final.

HERE is Christmas? In a 
world armed to the teeth, pil- 
ing up guns and bombs, filling 
the sky with winged weapons, ready 
to suffocate whole cities with poison 
gas; a world cut criss-cross by class 
war, angry, fear-ridden, violent, 
where extreme ideas batter each 
other to bits—in such a world 
Christmas seems lost beyond recall, 
or else just a lovely legend of long 
ago, dream-woven in its futile 
beauty. 

In a world where insane national- 
ism makes society a jungle, and ra- 
cial rancors are bitter beyond belief 
—as if men were mortal enemies 
and were not made for friendship; 
a world in which, over wide areas, 
religion is repudiated and derided, 
and an anti-God evangelism runs 
rife—in such a world the Christmas 
story seems a thing too fair ever to 
have been true in the past, and too 
frail ever to be true in the future. 
But that is only seeming, and if 
at the moment and on the surface 
many facts seem to justify dismay, 
they are not final. The first Christ- 
mas day dawned upon a world 
armed to the teeth, ruled by fear 
and force, when life was hard, and 
men were not hopeless but unhope- 
ful. On that day, too, there were 
contrasts as glaring as today—mu- 
sic in the heavens and murder on 
the earth, the song celestial and the 
slaughter of the little ones. What 
a ghastly contradiction! 

Yet, Christmas did come—a thing 
of wonder and beauty, so homey yet 
so heavenly, a tapestry woven of 
stable-straw and _ starlight; warm, 
winsome, incredibly lovely, and 
Wise Men found it at the end of the 
way of a wandering star, and sim- 
ple shepherds sang for joy, hear- 
ing a song not of earth ringing and 
echoing in the sky. 


WHERE DID Christmas come 
from? Not from man—its beauty 
is beyond his dream, its wisdom too 
high for his wit. Only God could 
have thought of Christmas. It is a 
song out of the heart of the world, a 
prophecy of the day yet to be when 
love will conquer hate, and _ the 
strange power which men call weak- 
ness shall rule and save the race. 

Over an armed camp, in a hard 
old Roman world, the song of the 
angels rang out, proclaiming “Peace 
on earth among men of good will.” 
How far off it must have seemed 
on that night! How far off it seems 
today! Yet it will come true. It is 
not a myth; it is not a mockery. 
Surviving ages of slaughter, it still 
haunts us, proving its immortality. 
It is not a mortal melody, but a di- 
vine symphony. Because it is far 
off we know that it is not our own 
music, but sent into the soul of man 
by One who is as far above as the 
stars and above the mist. 


It means much that we can hear 
that music, despite gray fears and 
grim facts, forever singing above 
the din of strife; and, hearing it, 
takes up its strain, for one day, in 
a world of feud. Not in our day, not 
in many days, perhaps, but at last 
its vision will be fulfilled. It is a 
merry song in a world of misery 
—because it knows a yet undis- 
covered note of a melody which will 
yet gather our broken, discordant 
human cries into one sovereign, tri- 
umphant harmony. 

It can be done. The morning of 
the world is young, and man is only 
a step or two on his march to the 
City of God. His future, even if 
measured by his past, is unimag- 
inable; but the past is no test of 
what he can be and will be. Already 
he has found new powers and do- 
minions to which we can set no 
limit. As he discovered new poten- 
cies in nature, new elements, new 
depths, so in the realm of spiritual 
reality he will unlock new doors, 
and order his life by a diviner law.

He 
eould, in fact, havé made & game 
in spades, but correctly permitted 
his partner, who had assumed cap- 
taincy by virtue of the take-out dou- 
ble, to dictate the destiny of this 
hand.

T -was not so many years ago 

that a diagnosis of consumption 

rendered a verdict that was just 
as hopeless as the diagnosis of can- 
eer. . In the case of neither of those 
diseases is that true today. Cer- 
tainly less so with consumption. 

Consumption, which used to be 
the old mame for tuberculosis of 
the lungs, is a word that is seldom 
used any more, because it no longer 
consumes. There are 500,000 active 
cases of tuberculosis in the United 
States and 70,000 annual deaths, so 
most of the people who are infected 
are getting well. 

Prevention of the disease depends 
partly, probably mostly, on keeping 


up the standard of living which 
Americans have attained. If we 
had the famines that were frequent 
in other years, tuberculosis would 
undoubtedly be on the increase in- 
stead of on the decrease, as it now 
is. But not only have our methods 
of agriculture improved. We still 
have occasional crop failures in 
some states. The effects of these 
are minimized by our _ superior 
methods of modern transportation 
of foods.

THE NEXT most important item 
in the prevention of tuberculosis is 
the segregation of the open case. 
Childhood tuberculosis ie sometimes 
traceable to infected milk from 
cows which have bovine tubercu- 


losis. But this as a source is al- 
most completely eliminated by 
methods of dairy herd inspection. In 
most instances, tuberculosis is 


transmitted from human beings. 
These sources are the people who 
have open tuberculosis; that is to 
say, tuberculosis of the lungs from 
which tubercle bacilli are coughed 
up or spit up or breathed out. 

The cause of tuberculosis, the tu- 
bercle bacillus, is a germ which 
lives very easily under what would 
be adverse .conditions for most 
germs. It can live in street dust, 
or inside houses on hangings and 
upholstery, in extremes of heat and 
cold. It will stay alive thus in a 
sort of resting state without need 
for nourishment for many years. 
The great campaign against spitting 
in public places was directed 
against the open carrier of tuber- 
culosis. Far more frequent than 
that is the method of transmission 
from an open case by direct inocu- 
lation of infants and children by 
coming in close contact with them, 
and breathing or coughing nose and 
mouth secretions toward them.

THIS OPEN CASE may be in a 
perfectly innocent and unsuspect- 
ing person. Tuberculosis is so in- 
sidious and the body can so success- 
fully build up resistance against it, 
that people may go all through life 
entirely unaware of the fact that 
they have tuberculosis, and _ that 
they have tubercle bacilli in the 
sputum. They put their troubles 
down to chronic bronchitis or ca- 
tarrh, or something of that kind. 

The National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation is doing a great deal to 
weed out the open case by cam- 
paigns to detect tuberculosis among 
industrial workers and in communi- 
ties by routine diagnostic examina- 
tion of every individual in a group.

Caramelize sugar by stirring in 
frying pan over moderate heat, un- 
til melted and light brown. Scald 
milk in double boiler, and add cara- 
mel gradually, stirring constantly 
until dissolved. Pour over crumbs, 
and let stand 15 minutes. Beat 
eggs slightly, add salt and stir in 
crumb mixture and melted butter. 
Add flavoring and pour into greased 
baking dish. Set in pan of hot wa- 
ter and bake one hour in slow oven.

NEW YORK. 
ARS are lucky for 
“Lord Desmond,” 
Ernest Desmond de 
Hagen, descendant of 
a long line of Kentish 
noblemen — or, less 
romantically but 
more honestly, Ern- 
est Behagen, former 
medical faker and 
” confidence man, escaped prisoner from 
the St. Louis City Workhouse, scape- 
grace son of a petty merchant in the 
Virgin Islands. 

In the past he’s had a lot of good 
fortune in one sort of bar—the Van- 
derbilt Hotel bar, for instance. But just 
now it appears that the luckiest bars 
for Desmond are-the bars of Sing 
Sing, where, with such of his old deb- 
onair if broad-beamed grace as he 
could muster, he has just gone into 
retirement for two and a half years. 

The seclusion, if not wholly volun- 
tary, does seem, at the moment, pe- 
cullarly salutary. After living ‘“‘by 
his wits’ for 47 years, he has left a 
wake of variously betrayed or muicted 
but uniformly resentful women that 
makes the wrong side of the bars de- 
cidedly the safer side for him.

IOWA CITY, Iowa. 
WING music beat 
rhythmically against 
walls of blue and sil- 
ver. Dancing couples 
made an undulating 
sea of heads. At 
candle-lit tables bor- 
dering the dance floor 
other couples, faces 
close, murmured 
through a haze of cigarette smoke. Ice 
tinkled in tall glasses. Waiters scur- 
ried, uniformed attendants hovered. 
Costumed entertainers mingled with 
the crowd. A sprinkling of confetti 
lay festively on floor and tables. Ev- 
erywhere stiff shirt bosoms and bare 
shoulders gleamed in the soft light. 

A typical night club, it seemed, with 
nothing lacking but the Ritz Brothers. 

As a matter of fact, it was some- 
thing unique rather than typical: The 
beginning of a State university’s oper- 
ation of a dine, drink and dance spot, 
the State University of Iowa being the 
operator. And it was a bunch of the 
boys and girls of 8. U. I. who were 
whooping it up in the place, fancifully 
called The Silver Shadow. 

In another respect, too, the scene 
was far from typical, for it lacked that 
theoretically indispensable element of 
a night club, the presence of the 
Demon Rum. Iowa, which grows ideas 
as well as tall corn, was shocking s0- 
phisticated convention by presenting a 
hot spot without alcoholic fuel. The 
wicked-looking glasses from which the 
patrons drank thirstily contained noth- 

_ Ing mere intoxicating than ‘“‘coke’’ or 
ginger ale. The joint’s bar was a soda 
fountain. 

That grand opening, one night last 
month, of The Silver Shadow, although 
02 superficial consideration a rather 
slight and frothy event, may come to 
be regarded as an tmportant develop- 
ment in higher education. For other 
Universities have been writing for in- 
formation about the Univer- 
tity of Iowa’s innovation, and 
the present generation may 
see the day when a dry night 
club is standard equipment on 
every up-to-date campus. 

As with many innovations, 
the new pleasure resort on the Iowa 
campus came into existence as an at- 
tempt to solve a problem. In this 
case, the problem involved safety of 
life and limb for university students. 

This college town of 15,000 popula-

house, by 12:30 a.m. Frequently. the 
merrymakers have lingered late at a 
night club and then had to drive at 
high speed to get back to Iowa City 
in time. 

There are more than 50 sharp 
curves in the 26 miles of road between 
the two cities, and the speed returning 
students make in trying to beat the 
12:30 deadline is often dangerous— 
and has been disastrous. Several acci- 
dents have occurred since school 
opened this fall; in one of them two 
persons were killed and several lowa 
students were so seriously injured that 
they are still in hospital. The Daily 
Iowan, student newspaper, took cogni- 
zance of this menacing factor in uni- 
versity life in an editorial headed 
“Danger Lurks on Highway 161.” 
University authorities were deeply con- 
cerned about the situation.

Fraternities now are buying 
blocks of tickets and reserv- 
ing groupes of tables for par- 
ties. About 60 per cent of the 
patrons are fraternity and sorority 
members. ; 


HE cover charge is a dollar a 
‘ eouple, and the prices of food 
and drink are moderate. A 
steak dinner, for example, costs 60 
cents, soft drinks and ice cream cost 
from 10 cents up, and he price of a 
cup of coffee is a nickel. . While 
money-making is not the main pur- 
pose of the night club, the enter- 
prise is expected to show a profit, 
which will be used to bolster the 
finances of the dining service main- 
tained in the Memorial Union. Ted 
Rehder, who manages the dining serv- 
ice, is manager of The Silver Shadow. 
It costs about $75 a night to operate 
the night club. The student orchestra 
with its tenor soloist is paid $35, and 
floor show entertainers get from. $1 to 
$3 each. 

A new floor show is trotted out each 
night. Griswold, who continues in 
charge of this feature of the entertain- 
ment, says there is enough talent on 
the campus to furnish a constant sup- 
ply of fresh performers. Some who 
prove especially popular of course 


probably will play return engagements. 


Midnight is closing time for The Sil- 
ver Shadow. Most of the patrons stay 
until the last minute, then rush for the 
check room and hurry away so that 
the girls may get home enough before 
12:30 to permit good-nights to be said 
without too much haste. In this night 
club it’s never necessary to sweep 
guests out from under tables before 


the doors are. locked. 

Whether the university’s dry night 
club will continue indefinitely to keep 
conaiderable numbers of the students 
away from those which are not dry re- 
mains to be seen. That some people 
have enough confidence in the sound-

These are the words of Leon De- 
grelle, the 30-year-old leader of the 
‘Belgian Rexists; these are the senti- 
ments with which he boasts that he 
stirs up young men and young women 


in his native country to shout with — 


him for a Rexist rule; these are the 
phrases which enrage Premier Paul 
Yan Zeeland of Belgium and cause 
Europe's publicists to call Degrelle the 
“baby Hitler’’ or the half-pint Hitler 


or the “imitation Mussolini’ or Bel- — 


gium’s enfant terrible. 

Though Degrelle’s name is not well- 
known in this country, and though his 
entire rise to political prominence in 
his own land dates back only a very 
short time, the phenomenal speed 
with which he has gained followers 
can be seen by the fact that in this 
last election in Belgium, in May, 1936, 
the Rexist Party, which had never 
been on the ballot before, succeeded in 
getting 21 of its men elected as Depu- 
ties in the Chamber. 

Nor does Degrelle intend to be hin- 
dered by parliamentary procedure or 
electoral majorities in his ambition to 
become dictator of Belgium. A man 
of effervescing youth, terrific energy 
and intoxicating vitality, this one-time 
law student who is a member of a de- 
yout Catholic family, hails from Bouil- 
lon, the Belgian town from which 
Godfrey of Bouillon set forth in the 
seventeenth century to lead the first 
crusade into the Holy Land. 


Young Leon Degrelle is just as de- 


termined in his way as Godfrey was in 
his. He wants to see a Belgium built 
upon these five cardinal principles of 
the Rexist program: 

1. Abolition of all parties and of 
Parliament, as they are now consti- 
tuted. 


2. Control of big business and 


finance. 


3. Internal peace through recogni- 
tion of both Flemish and French 
languages in the schools, the courts 
and the departments of public admin- 
istration. 

4. Creation of a corporate state 
suited to Belgian mentality and with- 
in the monarchy.

The story of how Leon Degreile 
happened to form the Rexist party and 
how it suddenly blossomed forth as a 
foree to be reckoned with in Belgian 
party politics is as unusual as the 


ORN in Bouillon, of half French 

and half Walloon ancestry, the 

son of a former Catholic Deputy, 
- Leon Degrelle, 10 years ago, at the age 
of 20, was studying law at the Univer- 
sity of Louvain.’ he made a 
name for himself among the student 
body by the ardor of his faith in 
Catholicism and his enthusiastic, vi- 
brant nature. He wrote some verses, 
in which he set down his unhappi- 
ness about the state of the coun- 
try. 

After graduation, Degrelle went, as 
a roving reporter and journalist, to 
Mexico and to Germany. On his re- 
turn he took part in founding a jour- 
nal, called Christus Rex or Christ the 
King, in which he appealed to the 
youth of Belgium to save their souls, 
to strive toward evangelical purity, 
and to join with the Young People’s 
Catholic Action Society which began 
playing an important role among Bel- 
gian’s young people in 1925. In the 
journal, where’ Degrelle showed his 
talents as a forceful if ofttimes mud- 
died master of polemics, Degrelle 
preached Weltanschauung and anti- 
Marxism; he advocated certain vague 
and mild social reforms. 

In 1928 a new development oc- 
curred in the life of the Rexist move- 
ment, for it was then that Degrelle 
split with the Catholic Party which 


‘had given him his start and started his 


own movement, calling it by the same 
name as the journal, Christus Rex. 
European commentators say that the 
split came about because Leon De- 
grelle wanted to be first: on the Parlia- 
mentary ticket of the Catholic Party. 
They refused him first place, saying 
the highest he could be was fourth. In 
anger, Degrelie stalked out of their 


decided, considerately, not to become

offices and started organizing his own 
party. In time, the Christus was 
dropped from the name and it came to 
be known, as it is today, merely as.the 
Rexist movement. And the Rex stands 
for one man and one man caly--te0n 
Degrelle. 

One of the first ways in which De- 
grelle achieved notoriety for himself 
and the Rexist movement was by 
launching a vigorous and pitiless cru- 
sade against all the abuses, the com- 
promises and the chicaneries which he 
said were to be found in every depart- 
ment of the Government. He lashed 
out against millionaire financiers, es- 
pecially a few prominent ones in the 
Catholic Party, and called them 
‘‘banksters,”’ a Belgian variation of 
gangsters. He showed uy the close 


tie-ups between politics and the banks, 
the large industries and high finance 
in general. M. Seyers, the Right lead- 
er of the Senate, filed a libel suit 
against Degrelie. Other libel: suits 
were started. There was an enormous 
scandal and great face-reddening in 
the highest places of Beigium. 
Degreile shouted: “All is polluted 
and filthy.” He attacked everything 
and everyone. His articles were re- 
plete with obvious falsehoods and in- 
numberable contradictions; they were 
completely unscientific and untruthful. 
Learned men began to question De- 
greile’s sanity. In an interview with 
a French politician he said: “My 
weapons are propaganda and terror. 
I use terroristic methods and every- 
body is afraid of me. Already wives 


But Degrelle. had no —— of 
resting on his laurels. Degrelle 
feared that his followers, once they 
sat in the Chamber, might be per- 
suaded to see a different line of think- 

Immediately he initiated what 
came to be called “parliamentary as- 
ceticism,”’ by warning his Deputies 
that they were to ride only third-class 
in trains, though they were entitled to 
first, that they were not to eat with 


the other Deputies or spend any time 


with them in relaxation, and that they 
were to fraternise only with other 
Rexists and their own families. 

Degrelle said: ‘It is absolute pow- 
er that I want. In two or three years 
I shall have that power. Heads will 
roll at once. What can really happen 
to me? The bishops have cursed me 

. let them. I have so much ma- 
terial on certain Cardinals that they 
will be extremely cautious in taking 
steps against me.”’ 

This past October, after a visit to 
Germany, Degrelle warned the Belgian 
Government that he would bring 250,- 
000 Rexists on chartered trains to 
Brussels and sweep out the Van Zee- 
land government. Premier Van Zee- 
land answed his Public Enemy No. 1 
by forbidding the railways to run the 
chartered trains. 

A chase then began between the 
Government and Degrelle. The night 
of October 24, Degrelle, who had been 
previously warned that he would be 
arrested if he started any riots or trou- 
ble, hid out from the police. The next 
day at noon, when the crowds were 
leaving mass at the Saint Gudule Ca- 
thedral in Place Brouckere in Brus- 
sels, a window in the second story of 
a house across the square from the 
cathedral suddenly shot up and there 
appeared the shining, excited face of 
Leon Degrelle, arm lifted in the Fas- 
cist salute, flanked by two red flags

250,000 and in spite of the fact that 
he had said they would positively not 
be armed, there were about 6000 -Rex- 
ists in the square that day, prepared 
for the Fascist coup with heavy clubs 
and walking sticks to which they had 


_ attached razor biades. 


FTER Degrelle went to police 
headquarters, the gendarmes 
spent the rest of the day chasing 
Rexists all over town. There were 
several encounters and when the Rex- 
lets started slashing with their razored 


sticks, the gendarmes answered back. 


Two hundred and fifty Rexists were 
arrested, among them Count Xavier de 
Gruenne, a Rexist chieftain, who was 
arrested with Deputy Knaepen and 
several other Rexist members of Par- 
liament. All of these men had re- 
sisted arrest and had been injured in 
the ensuing struggle. 

The day after this abortive coup, 
the future looked sick for Degrelle and 
the Rexists. But no one can tell when 
he will pop out again. Premier Paul 
Van Zeeland insists that Degrelle will 
never get anywhere with King Leo- 
pold, and he states that he will employ 
force, if necessary, to put an end to 
this anti-democratic movement in a 
country democratic by a long tradi- 
tion. 

What the fut@re of Degrelle will be 
no one really knows at the present 
moment. Huropean journals like the 


Revue des Deux Mondes and the Revue. 


Politique et Litteraire say that many 
of the* Belgian would-be Napoleon's 
followers are young women, who call 
hie attraction “Rex Appeal.’’

services. He wishes they’d stop. Pro- 
fessor Martin is a serious scientist, a 
serious psychologist at any rate. He’s 
not interested in becoming a love spe- 
cilalist, an anti-aphrodisiac or even a 
legitimate psychiatrist. 

He finds himself on the spot be- 
cause he was able to bind up the brok- 
en heart of a nerve-sick young man, 
restore his pulse to normal and send 
him on his way whistling. Now re- 
bellious lovers and scorned are writing 
him from all partg of the country, all 
asking the same question. ‘Teach me 
to forget love,”’ they write. ‘‘You can 
name your own fee.’ Professor Mar- 
tin doesn’t bother to answer the let- 
ters. He's bored atiff. 

His troubles began a few weeks ago 
when a well-known neurologist here 
referred to him a young man in an 
emotional state over a frustrated love 
affair with a friend’s wife. The spe- 
cilalist explained that pilis hadn’t given 
any relief, suggested that perliaps Pro- 
fessor Martin might be willing to hyp- 
notize the young man as a special 
favor. It might do some good, said 
the specialist; he didn't know. The 
patient himself was willing to try any- 
thing. : . 

When the young man arrived, Pro- 
fessor Martin went briskly to work. 
He has given considerable attention to 
hypnotism as an aid to the study of 
various neuroses. One of the chief 
necessities in bringing about a condi- 
tion of hypnosis is willinginess and co- 
operation on the part of the subject. 
This one was more than willing, and 
in a few seconds he was in an hypnotic 


trance as deep as the 
sleep of exhaustion. And 
then Professor Martin 
gave him a good talking 


- to. He.pointed out to 


him that it was wrong to 
love a married woman, 
and in addition to that 
he might get shot, be 
named as a corespondent 
or lose his job. Perhaps 
the woman might even 
get a divorce and want to 
marry him... . 

After 15 minutes of 
this, Professor Martin ° 
brought the young man 
out of his trance, walked 
him to the door of: his 
study and wished him 
good-by. 

Now there isn’t much 
more to the episode. The 
young man didn’t come 
back to see the professor 
and he didn’t make any 
more calls on the neurol- 
ogist. The presumption ; 
is that he felt no further need of treat- 
ment. But‘there is.no final proof of 
this. True, the young man was seen 
several days later walking jauntily 
along the street looking entirely cured 
—and ready to fall in love all over 
again. 

But the important fact to Professor 
Martin is that news dispatches had 
broadcast the story that he had found 
a cure for love in hynotism. Cynics 
were saying his experiment with the 
young man would rank with Pasteur’s 
discovery of a preventive for hydro- 
phobia. The door was opened for 
Professor Martin to make a fortune as 
a love specialist. He immediately shut 
it firmly and bought a larger , waste 
paper basket to care for the fan mail 
he received from distraught lovers. 

Professor Martin has been amazed 
at the eagerness, amounting almost to 
desperation, shown by men who want 
to fall out-of love. Young Romeos 
can’t be compared with them for de- 
termination. 

And another surprising fact is that 
no women have sought his services as 
an anti-love specialist—a description 
that: Professor Martin has come to 
loathe. Maybe they don’t get tired of 
love, or if they do, they are able to 
rid themseives of it without the aid of 
hypnotism. : 

Professor Martin doesn’t advocate 
hypnotism as a love antidote. It 
isn’t his job to cure romantics who 
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find their emotions in a tangle. He 
isn’t interested in curing anybody of 
anything. He is a hard-working scien- 
tist whose time and thought are de- 
voted to the study and teaching of 
psychologly. 

“I’m not running a clinic,’’ he ex-

Cr HE boy arrived at my office 
. in a highly nervous state. In

was haggard from worry and loss of 
sleep. I put him into a comfortable 
chair, in a half reclining position, and 
asked him to fix his eyes on a spot on 

Then I began to talk to him 

in a low, quiet voice, suggesting that 


he was very tired and 
this would be a good time 
to rest. His eyes, fixed on 
the one spot, began to 
tire.

Professor Martin points out that any 
individual of ordinary intelligence can 
hypnotize another person—provided 
the subject is willing. He tells about 
experiments that he used to conduct 
in his classes at Emory. 

“The only reason why I ever hypno- 
tized a volunteer from among the 
students,” he explains, ‘‘was to demon- 
strate the appearance and effects of 
hallucinations and compulsions such 
as occur in some of the more common 
neuroses.
